STONY WOLD SANATORIUM FOR TUBERCULOUS 
WOMEN AND CHILDREN

THERE present such keen and wide-spread interest the 
prevention and cure pulmonary tuberculosis, description Stony 
Wold Sanatorium, with short account its organization and general 
workings, may interest the readers AMERICAN JOURNAL 
NURSING. 

Situated seventeen hundred feet above sea level, the Adirondack 
Mountains, surrounded forests pine and fronting beautiful 
little lake, the location will seem ideal one for the purpose. The 
institution, only few yards from its own station, Kushaqua, nine 
miles above Paul Smith’s, the Mohawk and Malone Division the 
New York Central Railroad, which runs through its property seven- 
teen hundred acres land and lake. Malone, Y., about thirty 
miles farther the line, while little more than two-hours’ travel will 
take one Montreal. The proximity the railroad one its great 
advantages, avoiding the tediousness drive for the patients and 
facilitating the transportation supplies. 

Stony Wold was incorporated 1901. non-sectarian every 
respect, and was formed some noble-minded, philanthropic women 
New York for the care working-women, young girls, and children 
the early stages tuberculosis. 

The proper care cannot always given these people their own 
homes, and especially them that sanatorium life for sufficient 
length time may mean renewed health and fresh courage for the battle 
life for those who not only support themselves, but are often the 
mainstay the family. 
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August, 1902, the corner-stone was laid Bishop Potter with 
simple yet impressive ceremony, and the following autumn 1903 saw 
the completion the central building and one dormitory. 

Besides the main building, the plan calls for four dormitories, the 
second which has yet only the foundation finished, and stands 
mutely appealing the public for funds for its completion. 

Two large rooms the third floor the central, administration, 
building have been converted into wards for children, while the extra 
rooms the same buildings, intended for the house staff, will meantime 
used for patients. 

Each dormitory planned accommodate twenty-four patients, 
and the one now occupied filled; present fifty patients can 
accommodated. Every adult has her own room, which attractively and 
comfortably furnished with due regard the best hygienic conditions. 
When able, the patients take the daily care their rooms, which are 
thoroughly cleaned once week. 

There are present the institution three boys and seven girls, 
ranging from eight eleven years—boys over twelve are not admitted. 
These children, the few weeks since their coming Stony Wold, have 
gained several pounds weight and are showing each day increasing 
benefit from the open-air treatment. 

competent teacher gives them instruction, classes being held 
each morning the library. physician and two graduate nurses are 
residence, and the work grows other nurses will required. 

While the cases are the incipient stage much oversight needed 
insure the carrying out all hygienic instructions, well 
enforcing the full time spent the open air. These women (the 
majority are but girls) require great deal mental stimulation and 
often much encouragement induce them persevere what may 
seem them, their ignorance, vain endeavor. 

The work necessarily largely educational. These people must 
taught that tuberculosis curable and preventable, and that they 
are ignorant indifferent the necessary precautions they become 
source great danger their families and friends. 

Authorities affirm that sanatoria for consumptives, where the 
precautions concerning the sputa are most rigidly adhered to, one 
perhaps safer from contracting tuberculosis than anywhere else. Patients 
returning from the sanatorium cured improved bring with them the 
hygienic and sanitary education received the institution and become 
distinct factors the further prevention the disease. 

Experience shows that with proper sanatorium care seventy-five 
eighty-five per cent. incipient cases can cured improved that 
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they may again become working members the community, thereby 
lifting from the city tremendous social and financial burden. Dr. 
Knopf says that conditions are now most our cities and towns, 
the majority consumptives are doomed certain and lingering 
death the child to-day the man to-morrow, and the more 
children cure this disease now, the smaller number consump- 
tives will have take care the future.” 

The immediate need Stony Wold maintenance fund for the 
support patients, the majority are unable procure sanatorium 
treatment for themselves. 

Already two nurses are numbered among the patients, and the 
president, Mrs. James Newcomb, reports several appeals for assistance 
information from others different parts the State. With view 
benefiting these most deserving applicants has been thought wise 
endeavor organize auxiliary among the nursing profession for 
the support one more its members who may have become victims 
the disease.

THE WORK DISTRICT NURSES AMONG TUBER- 
CULOUS PATIENTS BALTIMORE

President Instructive Visiting Nurse Association Baltimore 


read with great interest the article Miss Nutting, 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital, Visiting Nurses the Homes 
Tuberculous Patients,” the April number this Journat, thought 
might worth while make brief report the work which has 
been done Baltimore during the past eight years, during which time 
many the problems mentioned Miss Nutting have been met and, 
certain extent, solved. 

The Instructive Visiting Nurse Association Baltimore began 
its work January, 1896, being that time support only one 
nurse. April 1904, was directing the work six district 
nurses and one extra nurse whose entire time devoted the care 
cases tuberculosis. During the past eight years great deal 
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attention has been given patients suffering from tuberculosis all 
kinds, and during the year 1903 one hundred and ten new cases, 
addition the two hundred and more brought over from the previous 
year, were taken charge of. was felt the association that the 
work among tuberculous cases would greatly helped there could 
one nurse whose work could limited this. There are advantages 
this division work, but also great disadvantages. From the stand- 
point the nurses themselves well, course, have few 
nurses possible exposed the dangers this disease, and special 
attention can given this point only limited number district 
nurses attend the patients. The great good accomplished, how- 
ever, nurses visiting the homes tuberculous patients paying 
repeated visits, see that the instructions the food, the 
hygiene, and the other conditions the patient are carried out. 
much better, therefore, have the work arranged that patients may 
visited frequent intervals, and this absolutely impossible 
city large Baltimore there but one nurse whose field work 
includes the whole city. the best she can visit case but once 
fortnight month, which means satisfactory anyone. The 
plan adopted the Baltimore association have the special tuber- 
culosis nurse work with the regular six district nurses, 
with the result that weekly, and often daily, visits are paid the home 
the patient. 

Immediately after the Tuberculosis Exposition held Baltimore 
January this year, which much had been contributed through 
the energy and interest this association preparing charts, taking 
photographs, gathering statistics, and interesting the people among whom 
they work, resulting many them attending the exposition and 
lectures, Mrs. William Osler, the secretary our association, made 
appeal through the press Baltimore for subscriptions support 
special nurse for tuberculosis cases. The response was immediate and 
most gratifying, Mrs. Osler receiving within week subscriptions suf- 
ficient support nurse for one year. She asked the association 
direct the work the nurse, and her request was eagerly granted. The 
tuberculosis nurse lives with the other nurses the Nurses’ Home, 
where she provided with room specially prepared with reference 
her work. This under the direction the head nurse the 
association, Miss Lent, and the opportunities for conference be- 
tween the different nurses before the day’s work begins are most helpful. 

discussing the methods work which were established the 
first head nurse the association, Miss Carr, and which are still 
use, special attention may called the following points: 
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First, food. The nurses give instruction the families the 
sick how prepare suitable food, and they see, further, that they are 
amply provided with milk and eggs. are able this last 
through the generosity the Association for the Improvement the 
Condition the Poor Baltimore, who furnish with unlimited 
amounts their sick diet.” 

Second, fresh air. The nurses invariably are called upon rear- 
range beds and furniture the bedrooms and living-rooms their 
patients, and they insist, possible, upon the patients having separate 
rooms where the windows can kept open. many cases they are 
able persuade the patients sleep balconies passages open 
fresh air. The association has several cots which uses for this 
purpose. the kindness several friends also have six 
rolling-chairs and many more baby-carriages, that are able 
have all our patients given opportunity sitting resting 
the open air. this connection should added that small 
part the nurses’ work educate the patients and their families 
concerning the need air. 

Third, sputum-cups, etc. For many years the association has been 
buying thousands sputum-cups, handkerchiefs, for distribution 
among their patients, and these are now general use hundreds 
families Baltimore. The patients are carefully instructed the 
manner which they are dangerous their families and the com- 
munity. 

Whenever patient dies moves from one house another care- 
ful disinfection his room house secured through the Board 
Health. 

Fourth, charts, etc. the request the State Board Health 
complete records have been kept cases tuberculosis, and most 
extensive charts have also been prepared and submitted the board. 
These will doubtless prove most useful, adding the records the 
State. 

From what has been said will seen that the experience our 
association during its eight years activity has been such make 
believe most strongly the work the visiting nurses the homes 
tuberculous patients, for only here that efficient work can 
done; and although true that with six nurses doing general work, 
not possible see more than three hundred cases tuberculosis 
during the year, nevertheless, these are attended far more 
efficient manner than would possible with single isolated nurse 
whose work restricted attending this one class patients. 
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THE RELATION OLD AGE DISEASE, WITH 
ILLUSTRATIVE CASES

OLD age purely comparative term, and there reason why 
should not make special study it. condition which 
reached the natural process life and difficult define, except 
according its characteristics. Some individuals forty are older 
than are others ninety. This true not only the body, but also 
the mind. The process growing old has certain characteristics, 
which are also seen certain diseases, such Bright’s disease, paralysis, 
ete. not surprising find that diseases this class are founded 
primarily disease the blood-vessels, and are due what known 
fast living, which, only logical conclude, brings individual 
prematurely old age. Degeneration the blood-vessels the essential 
feature old age, and the same conditions are found the slower cases 
Bright’s disease. Every hospital has times cases Bright’s dis- 
ease, which the patient had become feeble-minded, having lost his 
intellectual grasp and become childish. Bright’s disease also see 
the development paralysis, which due interference with the cir- 
culation the blood. 

The causes early old age are the same those Bright’s dis- 
ease—the various forms intoxication. Chronic poisoning from the 
prolonged use alcohol causes degeneration the blood-vessels that 
tends hasten the signs old age. The next most important intoxica- 
tion that syphilis. Attacking, does, the blood-vessels, there 
doubt whatever its tendency hasten the development old 
age. Still another intoxication that produced injudicious diet. 
When person eats great deal more than needed—particularly rich 
food, especially combined with wine—the digestive apparatus thrown 
out order, and much the product the food has excreted 
combinations acid. The excess food must disposed 
the system the best way possible. this process, attempting 
take care the surfeit food, the chemistry the body becomes dis- 
ordered, and instead the production urea, have the development 
urates, and consequently the gouty diathesis. This nothing more 
than deficient chemical action the body when for some reason 
unable complete its work. The same may take place through 
error the chemistry, but that uncommon. rare instances the 
same fault the chemistry the body may due other causes 
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than excess food, that once while find examples gout 
persons who hardly get enough eat; however, such cases are in- 
frequent. This error the chemistry the body, which call the 
gouty diathesis, allows certain materials produced the circula- 
tion which have the same effect upon the blood-vessels the body 
the other causes have mentioned. see, then, that old age may 
hastened over-indulgence food. 

Another factor producing pre-senility overwork. The indi- 
vidual may strongly attached some form labor, constant applica- 
tion which, combined with worry, may result disorder the 
nervous control the blood-vessels. The heart’s action becomes af- 
fected, and there brought about through the nervous system condi- 
tion arterial tension. This leads degeneration the blood-vessels 
resembling that produced gout, syphilis, and not 
often, however, get these causes intermixed with the alcoholic habit. 
This kind work hastens old age. 

The process growing old commences maturity. that 
time the process growth one construction. From that time 
one hardening. This law one that cannot get away from, 
and quite important that should recognize it. People who live 
one hundred years old are freaks, just babies who are born with 
teeth, who talk when few months old. learn very little from 
these. The same true man who lives very old spite 
the abuse tobacco and alcohol. 

The object this paper show some the conditions that are 
met with old people, and explain something about the care the 
old and infirm. There are certain principles that physicians learn 
from experience. One that bad policy keep old people bed. 
The danger becoming bedridden and losing the ambition that 
keeps old people going very great. nursing old people better 
err the side keeping them than putting them bed. The 
time when old person gives and yields all his dressing and wash- 
ing the nurse marks mile-stone towards senility, which most 
old people are conscious, and not his guard against its ap- 
proach the nurses and those around him should be. very easy for 
old people give and hard for them resume. They know this, 
and often one the most difficult things for nurse per- 
suade old people waited upon. could tell good many interest- 
ing incidents the way old people have resisted the care they really 
needed, and good many examples the ingenuity nurses taking 
care these old people without their knowing it. remember one old 
man, whom had charge for long time, and who only com- 
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menced grow old when reached eighty. positively refused 
have attendant any kind with him, yet would about the 
city and get lost, causing great deal anxiety his family. nurse 
was introduced him the capacity butler, and this man always 
followed the old gentleman around. When the old gentleman got lost, 
the butler generally happened near and would walk along with 
him. This trained nurse was very ingenious and took care the old 
gentleman for several years without his knowing it. found that 
the old gentleman, although very rich, would persist wearing his 
old clothes. When got into the habit wearing particular gar- 
ment did not care give up. Some the members the family 
spoke him about it, but effect. The nurse would tell the old 
gentleman that the coat, whatever was, needed new buttons repair- 
ing, and article very like the old one would substituted, and the old 
gentleman would not know the difference. This shows that tact better 
than persuasion. 

Another thing that you must bear mind that old people can- 
not remember new things, also that they get accustomed things 
which younger person would injurious. You should not dictate 
them the hours rising and retiring, and great extent 
what they should eat. very old person gets into groove, and the 
nurse must not disturb too much. 

Recently the writer was called old patient with pneumonia. 
The trained nurse came and wanted take off the clothing the patient 
was wearing bed and alter great deal the surroundings the 
patient. did not think that wise with person seventy-five. She 
wore flannels bed and had been accustomed certain ways dressing 
and having the bed certain way, and found very difficult change. 
rule, better not disturb the habits the old. the 
same way with stimulants. old person accustomed stimulants, 
should have them. man accustomed tobacco, should 
have it. You cannot with advantage alter the plans life old people. 

advanced life the memory for recent events—the things that 
happened yesterday and last week—is very slight, but the memory for 
things that happened long ago strong, hence they are interested 
things that happened long ago. Now, younger people, both doctors and 
nurses, find this very tiresome. you try interest senile patients 
what going present, you will probably fail doing so. You 
must make study what interests them most. this, find 
out what interested them their former life. They will usually 
brighten up, talk, and become interested. Old people tell the same 
story many times. Always attentively you can the first time 
the story told. you so, you will generally get along with them 
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and they will think you are good nurse; while you treat old people 
like young ones, making them bed without flannels, putting them 
bed early and not letting them early, you will find that you 
cannot handle them well. 

The diseases old age often resemble those children. The 
diseases are not typical. Pneumonia the most fatal disease with old 
people. What you must watch for all the time the development 
failure circulation, because when person dies old age from 
failure circulation. This failure may lead the degeneration the 
kidneys, more often paralysis, but either case the cause degen- 
eration. The saying is, person old his arteries.” 
old people you watch for signs interference with the circulation, and 
this may shown very slight thing—for instance, little stagger- 
ing, little awkwardness with one hand one foot, the speech may 
little thick. Any these may the first sign the development 
paralysis. The treatment for this condition great extent 
medicinal, and extreme importance. Thus, when the signs the 
failure the circulation are marked there are certain drugs that will 
postpone the catastrophe. These are the drugs that dilate the blood- 
vessels. The most important are the iodide potash, soda, and 
have doubt that old people can kept alive considerable length 
time when the circulation carefully watched and they are treated 
prevent failure the circulation. 

foundation nearly all organic disease the 
nervous system, whether the failure the brain old age, 
paralysis younger people, lies the blood-vessels. 

The reason that syphilis attacks the brain that attacks the 
blood-vessels. This leads shrinkage the tissues. Thus see 
the resemblance between the effects syphilis and those old age. Old 
age affects the mind through the failure the blood circulate prop- 
erly. The arteries the brain are degenerated, and the blood longer 
nourishes well. The early signs mental senility are probably not 
often improved treatment, but the development these early signs 
can probably arrested treatment. 


I.—A. seventy-eight years age. She presents very few 
signs old age. blood-vessels are soft and her circulation seems 
good condition. She states that she can remember things that 
happened long while ago, but cannot remember incidents few 
days ago, which very characteristic the loss memory that comes 
with old age. 

II.—C. A., according her statement, has reached seventy- 
two. She shows hardening the arteries that often found 
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old age. taking her pulse, the artery gives feeling like row 
beads; still, the artery not peculiarly stiff and fair condition for 
her age. 

eighty-one years age, and shows one 
the unmistakable characteristics old age, arcus senilis—the fatty de- 
generation around the iris joins the white the eye. However, 
that probably not well founded, find some people who are 
pretty young, and not find all people who show all the other 
signs old age. 

IV.—G. eighty years old and shows the characteristic 
arterial changes. She blind and her eyes show the evidences what 
the oculists call which the shrinkage the eyes, 
and for which there remedy. 

apparently one those freaks that have spoken 
who live away beyond the natural term ordinary human life. She 
shows extreme degree the degeneration the blood-vessels, 
indicated the hardening and bead-like feeling the radial artery. 
She says she one hundred and two years old, and from her general 
appearance, and from the fact that know that some colored people 
live that age, have reason doubt her story. Her mental 
condition shown her general manner talking herself, which 
shows that she approaching that state known senile dementia. 

Case VI.—K. ninety more years old and shows the char- 
acteristic atrophy the jaw which always goes with old age. The jaw 
one the most characteristic indications age. you notice 
baby, the mastoid process hardly developed all, and the 
jaw the infant very little developed. middle life, you 
approach maturity, the process the development the jaw becomes 
full and square and quite characteristic. you will look among any 
group people middle age you will see that they have full, square 
jaws. They have reached maturity and their jaws are fully 
but you notice the old people, without exception, you will notice that 
the jaws are lighter, particularly after losing the teeth. This atrophy 
leads the loss the teeth. The jaws are very thin. Some old people 
show extreme degree atrophy the jaw caused old age, which 
goes more rapidly after the loss teeth. This relation the teeth 
age very curious; fact that people who live great age 
often retain their teeth. Most our famous men who have lived 
great age have usually retained their teeth until death. 


There are one two other things connection with old age that 
are special interest. The eye undergoes certain changes that are very 
characteristic. early life the power accommodation very great. 
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you have ever noticed baby, you will find that looks closely 
object and accommodates itself very near vision. the age 
forty people focus their vision convenient distance. About that time 
you will find when you try read that your arm not long enough, 
and old people have get new glasses from time time, which 
characteristic indication advancing age. course, near-sighted 
person does not have that. 

The hearing generally becomes impaired during the process grow- 
ing old, that most old people are not quite normally acute their 
hearing. 

The pulse-rate becomes slower old age, and that, too, like the 
changes the eye, process that goes from birth. birth the 
pulse-rate about 140. During the first year falls perhaps 100, 
and gradually goes down maturity, when averages 72. old people 
you will find the pulse somewhat slower. That one the processes 
that goes on, like those the eye, throughout the whole course life. 

The lessons that are learn about the study old age is, that 
inevitable, and must adapt our practice the age the indi- 
vidual. You must not treat young child you would grown per- 
son, nor must you treat old person you would one the prime 
life. For person the seventies not worth while make any 
great sacrifice the way money and associations search 
health, because the probabilities are that the disturbance the routine 
which has been accustomed through many years will him more 
harm than any climate will him good. Again, old people not 
stand accidents operations well. They live state equilibrium, 
and any great shock liable disturb their balance and lead death. 


SCHOOL FOR SOCIAL WORKERS

Jeffrey Brackett, Baltimore. Dr. Brackett has been well-known for 
many years director most the important private charities, and 
late Supervisor the City Charities Baltimore. has been 
lecturer the Johns Hopkins University, and president the National 
Conference Charities and Correction. Those living Baltimore know 
him the friend, helper, and adviser all who are interested en- 
gaged any form worthy social work, and his loss will deeply felt 
those centres social and philanthropical activity which has done 
much develop, and upon which has left strong impress. 

The new school will the first established this country give 
definite and systematic instruction the whole field social work. Ac- 
cording the announcement, School for the Study Charity, 
Correction, Neighborhood Uplift, and Kindred Forms Social Service.” 
purposes give young men and women wishing study these 
problems opportunities doing practical methods under careful 
supervision and instruction, which given alike those who would be- 
come officers institutions would serve volunteers. The topics in- 
cluded the programme instruction cover wide ground. Some 
them are:

HAMMOCK FOR BABIES. 

THE hammock shown the accompanying cut another adaptation 
the stretcher which has been (Fig. 5.) 

rests upon hooks hanging from the sides the tub, but does not 
reach the water-level. found great convenience when bathing 
such children may not put into tub water because plaster 
other dressings, for child resting upon this hammock and covered with 
bath blanket warm and comfortable, and, being just above the water, 
may given thorough soap-and-water bath without the necessary 
articles having carried the bedside. 

giving morning baths several children this simple device, which 
used the orthopedic ward the Johns Hopkins Hospital, lends 
small aid saving time during the busy morning hours. 


SWEAT-BATH APPARATUS. 


The sweat-bath apparatus which was demonstrated consists 
elbow stove-pipe thickly covered with asbestos and attached tripod 
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and Bunsen burner. The lower end the pipe stands well off the floor, 
supported the tripod, while interposed between these the Bunsen 
burner. The latter may connected with convenient gas-jet means 
long rubber tubing. (Fig. 6.) 

This appliance for use giving sweat-baths when hot air 
the form heat desired, and many instances has accomplished the 
desired results when other methods employed induce sweating have 
been inefficacious. The patient prepared usual; resting upon 
blanket and mackintosh, well covered with another blanket, that 
part the body excepting the face exposed. Over this fashioned 
tent one two cradles and the necessary number blankets and 
mackintosh, the whole being covered sheet bed-spread. These 
coverlets should well tucked along the sides and foot the bed 
and about the patient’s shoulders provide against the escape heat. 
The stove-pipe stands one side the bed about two-thirds the 
way down, the foot, while the upper end projecting into the 
tent introduces current hot air generated the gas-flame below. 
The intensity the heat may regulated the size this flame. 

The advantages this appliance are its safety and stability. 
(Fig. 7.)

Another interesting appliance demonstrated was steamer, the 
device nurse, for use nursing diphtheria, croup, any the 
various troubles which are relieved moist atmosphere. essen- 
tially ordinary teakettle with telescoping spout and provided with 
valves and gauges which make impossible for the water boil over.

water the kettle. 

The receptacle for water, raised upon secure legs, should stand over 
alcohol-lamp upon table covered with asbestos. Because the long 
spout the kettle may placed any desired distance from the bed 
and still have the source steam quite near the patient, thus reducing 
minimum the danger igniting the bed-clothes scalding the 
patient. (Figs. and 9.) 

STUPES. 

The stupes which were exhibited bear mention because their being 
very light weight and capable retaining their heat for long time. 
They are made two thicknesses soft flannel any desired size and 
shape and filled with carded lambs’ wool, tufted intervals avoid 
lumping. Such stupe wrung out hot water dry possible, covered 
with oiled muslin some the light rubber tissues now the market, 
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and dry stupe, supplies hot but very light compress which most 
acceptable patients who look for relief from hot applications. 


PNEUMONIA BAG. 

The ice-bag for pneumonia patients closely resembles the ordinary 
ice-cap its general structure, but virtue its size and shape 
admirably adapted for use such patients require cold applications 
over large area—for example, chest, back, side pneumonia. 
consists rubber pillow fifteen inches long twelve inches wide, with 
top one end about three inches diameter which offers 
opening for the introduction crushed ice. Held place means 
binder, proves quite satisfactory solution the problem 
applying cold territory which exceeds size the ordinary ice-cap. 
(Fig. 10.) 

ICE-CAP COVER. 

The little ice-cap cover has found favor among nurses attempting 
keep ice-caps over the hearts restless patients. square slip much 
like pillow-case, with the open side provided with tapes for closure, and 
each corner long tape securely fastened. After the bag has been 
applied over the heart, the tapes from the two upper corners are tied about 
the patient’s neck, while the two lower ones pass around under the arms, 
thus preventing the ice-cap from slipping up, down, the side. 


EXTENSION STOCKINGS. 

Three extension stockings were demonstrated which have been de- 
vised relieve some the discomforts experienced patients having 
their legs extension. The first woollen legging with quilted 
lambs’-wool foot, used upon patient whose leg flexed right 
angle the body, the case over-head extension. usually 
taxes nurse’s ingenuity keep this isolated member warm, that the 
protection offered such stocking, which slips over the dressing and 
bandages, indeed comfort. 

The second one which, though used with relative infrequency, 
merits demonstration because the relief has afforded those patients 
whose legs are swung over-head bar, with the lower part, that below 
the knee, parallel the bed and extension made the foot. The stock- 
ing amounts hammock, which carefully shaped the curves 
the leg and ankle, that when suspended from the over-head bar all 
parts the limb are equally supported, which much less trying 
adjustment than straps placed intervals swing the leg into the 
desired position. (Fig. 11.) 
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The third stocking really does duty bandage, since was devised 
replace the adhesive strapping and roller bandage used putting 
Buck’s extension when for any reason—for example, abraded red- 
dened dressing may seem inadvisable. With weights fas- 
tened the straps the lower margin this stocking after has been 
snugly laced from ankle knee, the same even traction may made 
when the spiral adhesive bands are used, though little closer vigilance 
must exercised, for the stocking slips and becomes loosened from time 
time. One advantage worthy mention the possibility dressing 
the painful areas that are occasionally seen after leg has been ex- 
tension for very long time, and the same time keep the exten- 
sion applying this stocking over the dressing, thus relieving the 
discomfort without interfering with the treatment. 


TRAY RACK. 

The tray rack simple affair fashioned bent wire with the idea

has been great deal said and written what registration 
for nurses and the medical profession. Very little has been said 
what benefit will the public. will try show some 
the many advantages the public will gain from State registration 
urses. 
We, nursing body, know the many shortcomings and decep- 
tions practised those who falsely represent themselves trained 
nurses. The country flooded with them. These women, sometimes, 
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have been hospital only from one six months, and have then been 
dismissed for improper conduct. They were wholly unreliable and 
care for the sick. They cannot belong our profession without 
being discovered, though sometimes not discern their deception 
until they have made serious mistakes. 

Unfortunately, our profession offers women who are unprincipled 
and insincere opportunity take the work cloak. the 
other hand, fortunately for the profession, the women who have charge 
training-schools for nurses have developed keen insight into 
human nature that they discover such deception and dismiss women 
this type, though they may have remained the hospital long enough 
pick sufficient information pose trained nurses. 
They will wear uniform and assume all the assurance manner 
one who had been thoroughly trained. 

case this nature came under personal observation. She 
posed trained nurse. She had very sweet, plausible, and impres- 
sive manner. She took charge very serious typhoid-fever patient, 
who was taken sick quite distance from home and among strangers. 
friend wrote the patient’s family and told them that had typhoid 
fever, but had excellent nurse and good doctor. When they heard 
this, having had the utmost confidence trained nurses, his friends 
felt perfect ease regard his condition. When member the 
family went see the patient she began questioning the nurse 
where she studied nursing, ete. After trying very hard evade the 
questions, was discovered that she had never been inside hos- 
pital student nurse. 

She had neglected her patient dreadfully, and when tried com- 
plain the doctor she would say was delirious. She had never given 
him bath. The patient had bed-sore. She would not give him ice, 
milk, water. What few friends had, she would not allow see 
him, saying was too ill receive visitors. said one knew 
what torture went through with the nurse. 

When the physician who had charge the case was asked why 
engaged such person, said she told him she was trained nurse, 
besides, she wore uniform and some kind badge. was much 
surprised when was told how she had neglected her patient and his 
orders. The patient said would hear the doctor tell her give him 
ice and water, and then she would not give it. She was such im- 
postor that she had thoroughly hoodwinked the doctor. She made him 
believe she was carrying out his orders perfectly, and had the audacity 
charge twenty-five dollars per week 

from women this type, and others who have great 
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many more serious faults, and may say vices, from whom are anxious 
protect the public. desire the public know just how important 
will ask, Are you registered nurse 

What person would willing trust dearly loved member 
his family nursed through serious illness operation such 
individual have described above? The public are being con- 
tinually exposed such frauds. They not know what measures 
take protect themselves. very hard properly discriminate 
between real worth and pretence. The public are not always posi- 
tion judge. 

you find you have been duped with one these fraudulent nurses, 
and you have trusted her care for some member your family that 
dear you, you will willing exert yourself the utmost 
helping secure State registration nurses. After registration 
record will kept that can know each year our nurses are living 
the standard our profession. 

Our standard must high. The woman who enters the profession 
must noble and broad-minded order able meet the demands 
made upon her and help mankind. 

State registration will bring about more uniform standard the 
teaching and requirements our training-schools. will bring them 
into more harmonious contact with each other. All these advantages 
will have far-reaching, broadening, and beneficial effects. will awaken 
new interests our women. They will read and study more, and will 
keep pace with the rapid advancement the education nurses, which 
increasing each year.

SPECIAL COURSE HOSPITAL

Then, 
after this year extra preparation, having passed satisfactorily the re- 
quired examinations, she will receive certificate, signed the dean 
Teachers College, qualified teacher for training-school for nurses.

TRAIN child the use nursery chair would hardly seem 
come within the province the trained nurse very often, except 
the head nurse children’s ward may labor with her little charges, 
but think the obstetrical nurse may often start baby the right 
path, and may inspire the nurse-maid who succeed her keep 
the good work she will only take little trouble. Mothers all 
classes seem rather careless the early teaching regular and 
cleanly habits. The little street children who are brought our hos- 
pitals are often wearing diapers the age two and even three years, 
and the homes the well-to-do they seldom graduate from them 
before the age year and half later. The teaching should begin 
when baby six weeks old, well and strong. Before that age 
better off left with little handling possible, and its back 
too weak for experiments. six weeks the baby having only few 
movements day, and one can encourage have two regularly the 
morning and evening toilet. When the baby undressed the nurse 
leaves its shirt, band, and socks on, that may not grow cold, and 
holds out over chamber basin. The attitude suggests what ex- 
pected, and the baby almost sure expel some gas and have small 
movement. Possibly will urinate also. this habit kept 
regularly and persistently, will gradually learn have its movements 
those times rather than others. another week two can sit 
small agate-ware chamber, which should held the nurse’s lap, 
that the baby can lean back against her, its knees feet her hands. 
all such trials the baby must comfortable, unstrained position, 
will cry and good result will follow. 

teach the baby urinate the chamber not quite easy, but 
possible watchfulness and patience are used. Whenever the baby 
wakes from nap comes from ride should immediately held 
out, and when old enough awake much, can put the 
chamber regular intervals for trial. amazing how soon the baby 
grasps the idea and waits put on, usually making some little signal 
warning, which the nurse must watch for and learn interpret.

women groan over the memory journeys taken with young child, 
during which time their state-rooms were festooned with drying diapers, 
and great numbers had carried along insure comfort. was 
much pleased hear journey taken this winter from Chicago 
Los Angeles mother with two well-trained children. The elder 
baby, aged eighteen months, has been long established her good 
ways that one gave her thought, except when she asked taken 
the toilet-room. The baby boy four months was partly trained 
his invaluable little chamber was taken along, and only occasional 
wet diaper had rinsed and dried. 

child grows older more difficult train has been 
neglected. remember despair hospital days over children old 
enough talk who had idea telling their needs. Rewards and 
punishments were alike unavailing, they were unused self-control.

The history nations 
will relate that when the flag the new republic asserted itself, 
rose from the troubled waters distress, sickness, and oppression, and 
was unfurled the clear, pure atmosphere health, peace, and free- 
dom, the visible sign the redemption promise made nation 
war for humanity, not conquest. have proved satis- 
factory (so far) that difficult appreciate realize the amount 
work that was absolutely necessary arrange preliminaries, estab- 
lish form government suitable for people who for more than four 
centuries had been governed oppression. existed, adequate 
the main, but never fairly honestly administered; treatment was 
arbitrary and cruel, respecting neither life nor property; strict measures 
had enforced check the demoralizing effect ninety years 
spent struggle for independence, and means applied relieve the 
conditions resulting—viz., starvation and disease. 

This task was difficult one, apart from the fact that the majority 
the people were the Latin race, with speech, customs, prejudices, 
and traditions unlike our own. Intensely suspicious, with the suspicion 
born oppression and unfilled promises, creating but little faith 
the great principles government essential the rule law and main- 
tenance personal freedom, which now became obligatory for the 
United States establish, and doing was necessary adopt 
such measures would conform existing conditions and even the 
prejudices the people. 
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December 13, 1898, the Division Cuba was established, with 
headquarters Havana. The division was placed under the control 
Major-General John Brooke, and January 1899, the sovereignty 
Spain was relinquished and the evacuation began, which was com- 
pleted February 1899, when the last the Spanish army sailed away 
from the port Cienfuegos (one hundred fires). 

The bitter feeling that existed between the Spaniards who were 
left the island and the Cubans was very apparent, but the removal 
Spanish control and substitution American rule was effected with- 
out disorder. 

“The world-famous island Cuba” lies about one hundred and 
thirty miles south the United States off the coast Florida; geo- 
graphically speaking, she very near neighbor. the largest 
the group West Indian islands, and also known the Queen, 
Gem, Pearl the Antilles. the Torrid Zone, shaped some- 
what like cornucopia, about seven hundred and fifty miles long, nearly 
the size the State Pennsylvania. The population the island 
compares with that the city Chicago. was discovered Cris- 
tobal Colon (Christopher Columbus) 1494, the Genoese navigator, 
who, under the auspices Ferdinand and Isabel Spain, made his 
first wonderful voyage discovery 1492, and claims his burial 
place, though the adjacent island Santo Domingo, named after Bar- 
tholomew, brother Columbus, avows that its most ancient cathedral, 
built the early part 1500, was the first receptacle the ashes 
the great navigator, who died May 26, 1506. The remains are alleged 
have been transferred Havana, Cuba, 1795, and more recently 
from Havana Spain. 

the city Havana, facing the Governor’s palace, now the resi- 
dence the Chief Executive (President Palma), small chapel, 
built white marble, surrounded high iron railing and partially 
shaded trees, erected the spot where, tradition avers, Columbus 
landing offered mass thanksgiving. This chapel open the 
public one day only during the year, the day being Viernes Santo 
(Good Friday).

Following the disappearance the Indian the importation ne- 
groes from the West Coast Africa began.

The population 1898 was composed Spaniards and Cubans, 
who constituted the white race, the Africans, who formed fully one-third 
the population, and the Chinese coolies and laborers from the West 
Indies, who formed the mixed races. The Africans identified themselves 
with the Cubans the war for independence and were strong factor 
the persistence the struggle. 

The Spaniard, sefior, don, grandee, appears most imposing 
person. was the representative lieutenant Madrid, Spain, 
none but native-born Spaniards were eligible for office, endowed with 
extraordinary powers, intent only the plunder office, was 
man commercial turn mind, residing long enough the island 
amass fortune—an average term three years accomplishing the 
purpose—sufficient repair some ancient alcazar castle Spain, 
purchase some desirable estate where turn might live life 
imposing grandeur. Being prompted these motives, fulfilling his 
mission supremacy, was naturally devoid sympathy fine 
sentiments, man adventurous disposition (who with qualifying 
attributes might admired), audacious, and tyrannical, dominated 
the idea that Spain held the military, religious, and commercial control, 
and that Cuba was legitimate prey. 

The dungeons the Morro Castles, the dead line Cubaiia, the 
students’ monument the Cristobal Colon Cemetery, are standing though 
voiceless monuments cruelties practised within the memory the 
present generation. The childless widows and orphans are the living 
witnesses. The exception found the Spaniards who have elected 
remain and share the destiny the new republic becoming citizens, 
men whose characters and business abilities will prove large factor 
raising from the ashes substantial and hope enduring testimony 
gratitude Liberty. The well-known courtesy and unexcelled hos- 
pitality the Spaniard characterizes the Cuba Spain. 
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The Cuban, the descendant the Spaniard, who for generations 
had lived under the despotic and arbitrary rule exercised over people 
state rebellion, imbibed from earliest childhood spirit opposi- 
tion controlling influences and detestation authority. reasons 
continually presented themselves for resenting the oppressors’ rule, 
too counted his life honorably sacrificed forfeited fighting for the 
liberation his country, “for none hated Spanish rule more intensely 
than those Spanish blood born Cuban soil.” The Cuban now 
forms the largest part the white population. According the Con- 
stitution the Republic Cuba Africans who may have been slaves 
Cuba and those who were emancipated and comprised Article 
the treaty June 28, 1835, entered into Spain and England,” 
are entitled become citizens and compose large part the Cuban 
people to-day. 

The Chinese coolie was and the market gardener, the fruit-vender, 
cook, and even housemaid the people; his labor from preference

The first duty the Government was the immediate relief dis- 
tress, the sanitation the towns, and the revival industry. Through 
the agency the officers the army (without reference the large 
amount relief distributed the Red Cross Society) food was issued 
total cost one million five hundred thousand dollars.

Spanish troops the point the bayonet, ostensibly secure the 
safety the women and children and prevent the haboring 
hostile element. The tales sadness, re-told many months later, showed 
but little lessening the feeling exasperation caused the separa- 
tion, subsequent starvation, and death families and friends and 
the forced abandonment homes and farms, which had been ruthlessly 
laid waste. The capacity the cities was overcharged, and destitutes 
most deplorable state abjectness were found huddled together

The 
modern methods sanitation were unknown, cesspools long neglected 
existed, the water supply was inefficient and many places was the 
sources much the sickness that prevailed, and the air was con- 
taminated the foul odors arising from the decomposing material 
lying exposed the sun and the rain. The birds carrion, the 
scavengers the island, were numerous, and filled the air with the 
sound their harsh, repulsive croak. was interesting watch the 
rapid decrease their number the country was being rid the 
material which they existed. 

The Queen, the Gem, the Pearl the Antilles, whose shores 
laved every side the beautiful blue waters the Caribbean Sea, 
seemed implore the cleansing influence the tide, but which answer 
appeared only mock creeping its few allotted inches inshore. The 
tide does not rise more than foot. The sound the surf only heard 
when the wind high. 

Many deaths occurred during the first few months 1899, owing 
the great number sick and dying remaining the time the 
Spanish evacuation. rate steadily decreased, until September 
was brought down the annual rate twenty-seven per thousand, 
and October 26.6 per thousand.” 

Yellow fever, the scourge the island, which caused 
menace our southern ports during greater part the year, 
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attacking principally those foreign birth resident but short time 
the island peculiar feature that the natives are immune), was 
decreasing. The number deaths from this disease Havana.for the 
first ten months the year 1899 was sixty-three, compared one hun- 
dred and thirty-four 1898. 

The industry Cuba, which mainly agricultural, had been 
long neglected that order revive was necessary, restoring 
the homes and property that had been wilfully destroyed the Spanish 
troops,—though has been asserted that the Cuban attached his 
home would from sheer emotion destroy all semblance comfort 
prosperity before leaving rather than have fall into the hands 
the enemy,—to furnish equipment and restock the farms. Oxen were 
purchased, the slow, deliberate movements the creatures suiting well 
the requirements for ploughing and heavy hauling purposes, seeds were 
supplied, and agricultural implements provided. 

The sugar plantations were heavily mortgaged, which affected the 
owners the large estates, and under the rather uncertain conditions 
made loans hazardous; thus crippled, the employment the native, who 
depended upon the work the plantations and the sugar mills for his 
daily wage, was precarious. 

The conduct the Cubans during the first year deliverance has 
been cited “admirable.” The agitators, who are always evidence, 
criticised the action the United States assuming control the 
country. The official report, however, states, The substantial body 
educated Cubans have shown themselves patriotic, appreciative, and 
helpful, while the great body uneducated Cubans have been patient 
and law-abiding.” 

1900 Brigadier-General Leonard Wood (now Major-General), 
the commander the Department Santiago until December, 1899, 
became Military Governor the island. 

The census completed this year showed total population one 
million five hundred and seventy-two thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-seven, whom thirty-four per cent. could read and write, sixty- 
six per cent. being illiterate. More than half the population consisted 
native-born whites. 

The standard education the schools had never risen above the 
primitive method learning roté, the principal text-book being the 
catechism, and the girls were taught embroidery. Scholars attended the 
homes the teachers, there were separate school-houses, and the 
necessary accessories the line maps, black-boards, other facilities 
were lacking. The attendance was governed the ability the parents 
the pupils contribute fee; the children the very poor were 
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therefore neglected, and during the war the schools were practically 
closed. 

The daughters the wealthy families attended the convents were 
educated abroad, and the sons who intended following profession 
commercial life were educated, according choice, Madrid, Paris, 
Barcelona, the United States. These men retained through several 
years’ residence abroad true patriotic instincts, which finally, thus dis- 
seminated, attracted the attention the world their prolonged en- 
deavors liberate their country from the oppressors’ rule. 

Regarding education, steps were immediately taken remedy the 
state affairs, the question being one general interest. With the 
assistance Mr. Alexis Frye, system education was inaugurated 
under the Cuban Secretary Public Instruction and the Commissioner 
Public Schools, American text-books were translated into Spanish, 
kindergartens were established, Spanish cuartels (barracks), after being 
thoroughly cleansed and renovated, were utilized school buildings. 
fund provided through the generosity Harvard University and its 
friends enabled over one thousand Cuban teachers attend the summer 
school Cambridge, Mass., the United States Government placing five 
transports their service convey them from and back Cuba. 

Investigation the public institutions proved them 
most dilapidated and squalid condition. The prisons were found filled 
overflowing, the wretched creatures living indescribable filth and 
squalor.” The women slept the floor, and the time the official 
visit were unable appear body, only one garment was provided, 
which had passed from one another. Many those poor 
creatures had been confined for eleven years, and some cases without 
having been convicted any offence and ignorant having committed 
any misdemeanor. the recommendation the board five hundred 
and twenty prisoners were released and action taken inaugurate 
system savoring civilization. The changes instituted the courts, 
soon resulted many the prisons being unoccupied. Ma- 
tanzas the Carcel (prison) was metamorphosed and became high school, 
with beautiful and commodious rooms, some which were used 
kindergarten. radical change was thus effected.

Turkish 
bath given every second day during this preparatory treatment. The mor- 
phine not discontinued until the active treatment begins, which lasts for 
seventy-two hours. The usual dose taken until noon that day, when 
discontinued permanently. two o’clock five drops specially prepared 
solution mandragorin are given hypodermically with one-eighth grain 
pilocarpine. This dose repeated every two hours. discomfort felt from 
lack the morphine, the dose mandragorin increased fifteen twenty 
drops until comfort ensues. After the patient perspires freely only enough 
pilocarpine given keep the skin moist. Usually long the patient 
perspires perfectly comfortable. One-twentieth grain strychnine and one- 
eighth grain sparteine are added the hypodermic during the second day 
the heart shows any sign weakness. Half grain codeine one-fourth 
grain morphine may given there extreme restlessness. the end 
forty-eight hours the antidotal and eliminative effect the remedies are usually 
complete and there not vestige morphine left the system. Light food 
should given regular intervals. After the active treatment over hot 
and cold shower-baths are given, strychnia and sparteine are used for three 
four days, and nerve tonic and sedative for several weeks. The treatment 
should carried out hospital sanatorium.

the urgent request the Maryland Commission for the State Exhibit 
the St. Louis Exposition the Johns Hopkins Hospital Training-School has 
undertaken prepare and send exhibit showing something the work the 
Training-School. Owing the late hour which the work was undertaken, 
and the great work involved getting such exhibit, will 
not possible present everything the most complete and desirable manner, 
and allowances must made for the finish and detail work put through 
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great haste few weeks which really requires the careful, elaborate effort and 
thought months. 

Space has been allotted the Educational Building, and stress laid upon 
those features which show methods training and instruction. 

The exhibit comprises series photographs taken various parts the 
hospital, showing the several classes engaged bandaging, dissecting and 
using the microscope, the study anatomy and physiology, the study and 
analysis specimens the clinical laboratory, demonstrations methods 
practical nursing, preparation drugs the pharmacy, and the prepa- 
ration broths, desserts, modified milk, the diet kitcheus. 

There are also full-size models nursing appliances, such nightingales, 
extension stockings and binders, framed, together with photographs the same 
articles use patients the wards, and several instances corresponding 
stecking binder diminutive size seen applied small model, 
giving clearer idea its details than might otherwise obtained. 

Miniature models croup tent, sweat-bath, inhalation tent, back-rest, 
typhoid and continuous baths, are set though operation, demonstrating 
the methods here employed for such forms nursing. 

small corner given over tuberculous nursing shows the equipment 
the visiting nurse the Johns Hopkins tuberculosis clinic, with basket, charts, 
records, and reports, and also shows tent suitable for the out-of-door 
treatment these patients containing the necessary furniture and small model 
properly attired benefit this treatment.

The servant-nurses are the ones who really attend the sick. Few indeed 
are the hospitals where this done the sisters—for example, certain 
extent Rome San Giovanni Hospital, the Cottolengo Turin, the 
Civil Hospital Udine, etc. Still fewer are the examples, Pavia and 
the Hospital Maria Nuova Florence, where semi-religious orders 
women who have taken regular vows are charge the wards and perform 
all the most important and delicate duties for the sick. all the other large 
hospitals the service regulated before described.” 

After discussing the economic side, cheapness the hospital where 
religious orders are charge, she says: 

discipline the religious orders certainly vastly superior that 
the lay nurses, and this extraordinary importance for those attending 
upon the sick. But the admirable discipline the Catholic Church has this one 
defect: Instead recognizing first the medical authority, places first the 
religious authority. From this cause arise various stumbling-blocks. The ser- 
vice the sick looked upon labor rewarded heaven, and not 
function. 

“Tt has happened that sisters have refused carry out medical orders for 
children, saying that was much better they should become angels. one 
instance, when patient had severe hemorrhage, instead calling the physician 
the sister went for the priest. Another winter night allowed patient with 
pneumonia get up, and the latter was found physician, half-dressed and 
dying, kneeling upon the cold floor pray. 

“This not said criticise, for the first recognize the great 
merits the sisters. But science to-day too far advanced, and com- 
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petent nurse absolutely necessary that the nurse thoroughly taught, 
and not limited the religious service. 

nurse should occupy herself solely with the sick and leave all else 
done others. She should exclusively subordinate the medical officers 
and follow rigorously all their orders. 

“She should put through practical and theoretical course, and 
capable not only recognizing grave symptoms, but also, times emergency, 
applying the remedy. And before practising, she should well instructed, 
partly the physicians and surgeons, and partly the trained and qualified 
head nurses. 

“She should not, from reasons false modesty, leave the most important 
parts the care the sick attendants, but should her highest duty 
and honor have ignorant person touch the patient. 

“She should not wear dark habit and immense head-dress, which impedes 
work and becomes vehicle for micro-organisms, but choose light, washable 
dress.

eighteen forty years, one hospital fifteen, another sixteen. 
another there rule. Usually only unmarried women are accepted, because 
the work requires that they should live the hospital.

tical and theoretical instruction. the end the latter examination 
given. 

“At Pavia physician gives course two-months’ teaching after the 
nurses demonstrate that they can read, write, and simple arithmetic. 
Ferrara the course lasts four months, with one lesson week, and comprises 
medical and surgical work. Siena the physicians give theoretical course 
six months. the applicant cannot pass satisfactory examination this, 
she not accepted. Florence, every year, the physicians and surgeons give 
practical and theoretical course six months, and this, Rome, may 
attended applicants. 

courses appear well paper (and they certainly represent great 
step advance), but actual fact they often more harm than good. Instead 
being practical benefit they only serve confuse the ideas the pupils.

the original paper the names all hospitals are given with the facts, but are omitted 
for the sake brevity. 
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happens that, whether the course taken not, the ignorance the pupils 
remains the same. Especially, even the course taken, they have idea 
asepsis and antisepsis, the diets for the various maladies, how apply 
treatment, and on. Who ever teaches them their duties towards the sick? 
Who shows them how make patient comfortable? Who drills them 
the cleanliness essential ward sick-room? Who teaches many other 
little essential points? The physician cannot this. Often does not 
know how himself. one can teach this but woman, and therefore the nurses 
must have head nurse who can teach them. 

After having passed the requirements the different hospitals they are 
taken into service under various economic conditions. 

table which follows shows better than words the hours work the 
servant-nurses and their rates payment. 

“From this table will seen that their financial conditions are not 
brilliant, especially comparison with the nature the work they are called 
perform, and this perhaps one reason why women higher grade 
not enter the service. 

many hospitals—for example, Rome—in their free hours they have 
their own laundering. Few make any provision for old age; others they 
are dismissed when longer capable. 

the result insufficient pay the nurses demand fees from the patients. 
They have marvellous art extracting something, even from the poorest. 
The relations the sick ones, hoping get them better treatment, often give 
beyond their means. 

not know whether any hospitals forbid the taking fees, but cer- 
tainly some the authorities count upon order pay smaller wages. 
Then too this meagre payment often drives them into illicit dishonest ways 
gaining money. 

general the nurses have the daily care from eight fifteen patients, 
and twice many night, but there are hospitals where one nurse may have 
thirty and over attend and wait on. 

“Tuscany undoubtedly the most advanced part Italy regard 
hospital service. Siena and Florence especially have excellent rules. The work 
the nurses well regulated and their future provided for. 

“On the other hand, such centres Turin, Milan, Rome, Naples, the 
service leaves much desired. Shameful conditions are found one the 
hospitals Naples, where the patients nurse one another. the last twenty 
years much has been done improve the surroundings the hospitals, but when 
will these most necessary reforms made the service? question 
the highest importance for the whole people: what use are hospitals people 
will not stay there because they are badly treated? 

“The service private duty even worse than the hospitals and 
great need improvement.” 

the table statistics Signora Celli gives the hours work, the wages, 
the food, and the accommodations for nurses some forty-five hospitals, with 
remarks special points. For want space condense this. Six hospitals 
fix their hours work twelve. Several give from ten fourteen. Several 
have irregular periods, as: first day, nineteen; second day, eleven; third day, 
eleven. The round then repeated. Others these arrangements are: first 
day, seventeen; second day, seventeen; third day, eight; fourth day, five; and 
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first day, thirteen; second day, eleven; third day, ten; fourth day, seventeen. 
Every four days one free. Another is: first day, seventeen; second day, twelve; 
third day, seventeen. three days one-half day and one night free. One 
two models give six and one two eight-hours’ service, while one 
announces thirty-seven hours every third day! And another one, more inhuman 
yet, thirty forty-eight hours consecutive service, and two others from twenty- 
four forty-eight! The wages vary from what would equal two dollars per 
month (not week) eleven dollars per month. Eighteen these hospitals sup- 
ply food their nurses; several give two meals day; one, wine only. 
Some others give food weight, while some others give them the patients’ full 
diet. None the meals sound over-abundant. 

For sleeping-accommodations, seven hospitals give none. the others, the 
nurses are put numbers running from one room forty-four 
dormitory described “low and small.” Several give the nurses rooms 
near the wards. 

Among the remarks” are found such this: Every month eight ten 
hours’ rest,” “every fifteen days three hours and one melancholy 
remark shows that the foundling asylums supply some the material which 
grows into servant-nurses. 

the time when this article was written these enslaved beings were unor- 
ganized and little provision was made for their future, but within the last few 
years they have formed organizations and have thereby many details improved 
their conditions. They now have journal called L’Infermiere, monthly 
organ the Italian Federation men and women hospital nurses and masseurs, 
and their league included 1903 some twenty-nine cities. number this 
journal which Signora Celli was kind enough give there was announce- 
ment their first National Congress, held Rome March this 
year, and the programme looked though there were some bright and serious 
minds work over their problems. 

this body workers could little little elevate their position and 
improve their rank and file would certainly not retard and might hasten the 
coming the educated nurse. These hospital servant-nurses could then become 
what their lack education limits them to—excellent ward maids and orderlies, 
and, with educated class gentlewomen introduced nurses, and the sisters 
left charge the housekeeping, which they well, the hospitals Italy 
would rank with those any country. 


THE NEW POLYCLINIC HOSPITAL ROME 

has just completed truly magnificent and model hospital, accom- 
modate twelve hundred patients and unite one all the various clinics 
for the students medicine which are now scattered over the city. was not 
yet ready for the reception patients February, when visited it, but was 
practically complete. 

built according the very latest dictates science, and not only 
hundreds years ahead everything else Italy, but probably ranks with the 
few most complete and perfect hospitals construction, sanitation, and prac- 
tical detail. know too that will have medical science second none, but 
the thought the nursing will probably have makes one sad, one examines 
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the beautiful details and imagines the mussy slovenliness that will most likely 
prevail the wards, for suggestion establishing training-school suitable 
for this beautiful hospital had been made the history and description the 
hospital printed lately. was projected 1874 Guido Baccelli, minister 
the government, and was begun 1888. 

The wards are situated, like the Johns Hopkins’s, the upper part single 
pavilions, connected corridors. The latter are three-storied, one underground 
being for service, the travel food-carts, drug supplies, the ground floor 
for the passage the public, and the second floor for the patients. The main 
kitchen the centre the general plan, and fitted with steam cookers 
the latest German manufacture. The brass cookers are all suspended 
steel and iron circle the middle the room. Nothing touches the floor except 
the iron stoves with charcoal fires for broiling small meat, and the coffee- 
roaster with its charcoal bed, over which the coffee beans are hung revolving 
brass globe with outer protecting shell, and the stove with its spit turned 
pulley-wheel, for roasting large meat over charcoal fire, under closed top 
and chimney hood. There very complete system baths. Besides the 
small ordinary porcelain tubs for each ward there are special baths, alike for 
men and women. these, one deep marble pool, sunken the floor, 
that one goes two marble steps and down five six. can give complete 
immersion the neck, and almost big enough swim in. Then there are 
sitz-baths with spray douches—rectal, vaginal, spinal, and diaphragmatic. 
one all these once can given. 

There skeleton bath, like set ribs, continued the floor. The 
patient stands this while each rib sends forth line spray, and 
rectal spray comes from the floor and one from above comes down the head. 
Then there are Turkish baths, ordinary sprays and showers, and number 
porcelain tubs. The mechanism for the special baths all worked key- 
board one end the room, where also there pressure-regulator and 
thermometer get the correct degree heat wanted. All over the entire 
institution all the hot-water pipes are painted blue, and the cold-water pipes 
pink. 

The wards, intended for eighteen beds, each have four small rooms well, 
one four beds and the others for single patient, little kitchen (and 
pretty), and small disinfecting-room its own. This for the first disinfec- 
tion clothing before sending the laundry, and the disinfection apparatus, 
which stands the middle the room, first expels means special 
extractor all the air contained the interstices the material, and then 
steams it. The soiled articles for the laundry (which fitted with the best 
steam appliances) descend through chute into receptacle. 

The lavatories, water-closets, and slop-hoppers are very complete and con- 
venient. small room closet arranged near each ward for keeping the 
vessels which are kept discharges for the physician inspect. These vessels 
are placed iron casket which communication with the ventilating 
pipes the drainage system. granite bowl and drain-pipe the same room 
receives these materials when they are thrown away. The walls the room 
are faced half-way with slabs granite. 

Details like this show that the practical details for getting work done 
have been very carefully thought out, and every department shows the same 
scientific forethought all details, and the same perfect finish materials 
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used. will the greatest pity does not have nursing service capable 
appreciating all and keeping the exquisite order that should 


kept in. 


HOW TRAVEL LITTLE MONEY

BAGGAGE. 


who wishes travel abroad economically must establish rigid system 
baggage. Luggage,” the English call most aptly, for new light shines 
the word when one sees how has lugged about.) 

Baggage nuisance, however one fixes it. nuisance have bag- 
gage and nuisance have none. Those who travel with trunks have 
perpetual expenses and small annoyances. Those who without have few 
clothes. However, the latter plan more conducive happiness one wants 
see the country small expense. 

There are only some inconsiderable districts Northern Europe where one 
allowed the railroads enough free baggage carry trunk one’s ticket 
home. Almost everywhere trunks boxes which are not carried 
the hand are charged for weight: every starting-point they must 
weighed and paid for, and this cost counts quite alarmingly, even for small 
trunks, besides being trouble. Then, hand-bags, one has several, 
large, heavy ones, not always possible carry them oneself. The porters 
the stations must help carry them, and each time that bag picked 
cents for each article, and these little items count up, especially when one gets 
and out cars, boats, cabs, etc., number times day. 

Therefore, clothing and belongings must carefully planned small and 
simple basis, and surprising see with what small amount baggage 
experienced traveller can comfortable and look respectable. 

The economical traveller starts out with simple, short, tailor-made 
home-made dress tweed serge, color suitable for winter and summer, 
and with coat match. hats take room, none need taken except 
the head. should therefore simple and unpretending. judicious 
variety blouses—one flannel, one two silk, and couple wash 
material—will give the needed change the toilet. Then extra wrap 
always needed, and for rainy countries waterproof some kind. One lighter- 
weight dress skirt can easily carried, even with hand baggage, put 
the house. 

great supply underclothing need carried about, for laundering can 
always done short notice and cheap. (It not always fine laundering, 
underclothes should plain.) Worn-out garments can always easily 
replaced. sure, one may argue that costs less take one’s whole supply 
and pay the porter than buy new ones here and there. For long stay, when 
one spends considerable time one place, this holds good, but for continuous 
moving about and steady travel usually thought best carry light outfit 
and replace what necessary. easier and pleasanter every way only 
lightly weighted with hand baggage; one can get and out cars more 
expeditiously, get settled more quickly and easily, and much more independent 
porters and cabmen. Cabs are cheap, sure, but street-cars are cheaper, 
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and have seen travellers take everything needed for three-weeks’ jaunt 
bag which they could easily carry themselves. 

For longer trips each person could carry one small grip roll, and pack 
their other things into one two larger bags, which could given the porter. 

When necessary take trunk, this should small and convenient 
shape. need not everywhere the traveller goes, like Mary’s little lamb, but 
can meet her points where she intends make stay. All the railroads 
send trunks slow freight, well express, and the former the cheapest 
way getting trunk about. really costs very little (depending somewhat 
the weight), and storage only twenty-five cents month. one under- 
stands the language, one can attend freighting the trunk oneself; however, 
one must pay cab take her trunk the station, just cheap 
have one the transfer companies, which there are several, it, they 
call for the trunk and deliver it. 

So, then, with trunk sent avout slow freight meet one for prolonged 
stay, with light-weight hand-bag which one can carry easily, and with the 
pieces which must given the porter few number possible, the 
problem baggage reduced its simplest terms.

(However, have not 
seen any such complete plant for distributing milk for children, pasteurized 
prepared according special formulas, those Baltimore and New York 
under the Wilson Sanitarium management the former, and the Good Samari- 
tan Dispensary and Straus milk stations the latter, but would not fair 
compare with them these which are much smaller scale.) 

There are also several beds for children who need kept for several 
days, and nurse take charge them. The whole thing established 
old convent which answers very well indeed for the purpose, and situated 
one the poorest parts Rome. has large service. There are five these 
private ambulatoria for children Rome, and all the money raised private 
endeavor. The American nurses Rome told that they often make bandages 
and dressings for this purpose when they are home from cases. 

The one Naples quite unique, and could easily imitated that 
every settlement and district nursing centre home ought establish one. 
does not take general service, but specializes rachitic children. The cases 
are selected physician and treated long orders, then dismissed 
him when proper so. not there every day, but comes fixed 
periods. 
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The treatment consists daily bath, rubbing, cod-liver oil, and meal 
hot bread and milk, and wonderful see the improvement these cases. 

One Miss Baxter’s graduate nurses charge this work, with 
couple assistants. They have suite rooms fitted for the work, 
bathroom, kitchen, and large waiting-room very cannily arranged, that the 
mothers can help without being the way. The mothers undress their own 
children, and hand them turn through large window opening into the bath- 
room. After the bath and rub are given the children are handed back through 
the window the mothers, who dress them again. this way the work can 
put through very expeditiously. The bath ordered the physician. Some 
get plain and some salt hot baths. After all the baths are given the 
dren are placed table and get first their prescribed dose cod-liver oil 
emulsion, and then their bowls hot bread and milk. 

The results are most satisfactory, and the nurses are enthusiastic over the 
work. The number cases taken limited the money hand, usually 
from fifteen twenty-five cases day. With larger income the society could 
enlarge its work greatly, there great demand among the poor mothers for 
this treatment, and many cases have put off.

REGISTRATION NEW YORK 


CERTIFICATES registration are now being issued from the Regents’ office 
Albany, and the practical working out the law causing some excitement 
among those nurses who are not familiar with, not understand, the New 
York bill. 

The most important feature about the New York law that the training- 
school from which nurse has graduated must conform to-day the standards 
approved the Regents before the graduate, matter how many years ago, 
can registered. Schools from every State the country can register. Many 
have done so, and applications are being received every day. costs nothing 
and gives the school and its graduates standing that they have never had 
before. 

Many schools that could not conform when the law was passed have im- 
proved their course conform the New York requirements—schools even 
far away San Francisco and Chicago. this way the New York law im- 
proving the standard education for nurses all over the United States. There 
great desire being shown the part training-schools make changes that 
are necessary order registered New York State, and there still 
year and half which those schools that cannot conform to-day can change 
their course training. does not have done hour. 

Nurses who have applied for registration and who have been refused 
because their schools are not registered are naturally very much disturbed. 
not time yet get excited. Perhaps the school has not been sufficiently 
interested apply for registration, may need make only very slight 
changes its curriculum able so, and will come into line few 
months. Hospitals must given time meet such changes. 

The thing when nurse finds her application rejected because the 
standing her school not rail the Board Nurse Examiners, but 
investigate the kind training that the school now giving its pupils. 
training-school that cannot conform the simple requirements the Regents 
is, for these days, pretty poor school, and its graduates can assist greatly 
the work elevating the standard education that school insisting that 
the curriculum improved and the school registered New York State, 
that they can recognized and registered. 

This the way the law works all the other professions. great 
work, which everyone can help, but must all pull together. This 
unofficial communication—an effort make the situation clearer.

Immediately after the birth baby, before doing anything else, wipe 
the eyelids and all around the eyes with clean, soft, dry linen rag, and soon 
after wash these parts with warm water. 

not expose the baby cold air, cold one cause this eye 
disease. 

The disease can easily known redness, swelling, and heat the eyelids, 
and the discharge yellowish matter from the eye. Immediately send for 
doctor, and keep the eyes clean possible gently washing away the matter 
every fifteen minutes, both day and night. the discharge pus that 
does the mischief. 

The washing done thus: 

Hold the eyelids apart with finger and thumb, and let gentle stream 
warm water run between them from bit fresh rag cotton wool held little 
above. 

Then move the eyelids softly and down and sidewise bring out the 
pus from inside, and wash off gently. 

The saving the sight depends the greatest care and cleanliness. 

Each rag must used only once and then burned immediately; separate 
rag must used for each eye. 

little vaseline lanoline should occasionally smeared along the lids 
keep them from sticking. 

only one eye diseased, the child must laid the side that 
eye, that the pus may not flow over the nose into the other eye. 

Since the pus highly contagious, the nurse must carefully wash her own 
hands after touching the diseased eyes. 

The poison the pus far more dangerous the eye the adult than 
the eye the infant. 

Caution.—Do not use any lotions poultices without the advice doctor.

This New York County Association progressive step, but were 
greatly disappointed when found that instead society composed many 
hundreds individual nurses, was reality only affiliation the 
associations and clubs existing, with individual members well—a 
duplicate form the State society. 

the formation State national organizations, facilitate the trans- 
action business and from motives economy, necessary that the members 
should delegates from organizations, county societies and associations 
being the form most familiar, but these local organizations usually represent 
individual membership. 

New York City nurses claim that because its great size and the large 
number nurses located within its borders individual membership alone would 
impossible, and that representation from the existing organizations the 
only plan upon which county society could formed. 

very ingenious arrangement was devised which the associations, 
having withdrawn from direct membership the State society, were nominate 
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their own delegates the State meetings, attend, however, delegates from 
the county society, and this way retaining their individuality dealing with 
State problems. This plan seemed contain nothing any way injurious 
the State work. was, therefore, something surprise many members 
the State society, well those watching the broad organization movement 
throughout the country, that after having been accepted into membership the 
State society the county association presented one delegate carrying seventy- 
nine votes, representing its enormous constituency seven hundred and ninety 
members, the annual meeting Albany. 

Fortunately, the by-laws being under consideration, amendment was pro- 
posed and carried limiting the constituency which any delegate should represent 
one hundred nurses; other words, that delegate from any organization 
represented the State Society should carry more than ten votes meeting. 
With such constituency the New York County Association expects have, 
least thousand nurses affiliated, with one delegate carrying one hundred 
votes, every problem which would presented for consideration, every motion 
that would made, would controlled absolutely the New York County 
organization. 

This danger has been averted for the time being. Our criticism not 
what was done, but the spirit which was shown the leaders being willing 
adopt plan which might, the hands unprincipled administration, 
dominate and control the affairs the State. cannot believe, knowing the 
women whose names are associated with this movement, that desire dominate 
was the motive; would seem have been more from reason convenience and 
economy. 

The explanation made one the most active promoters the county 
organization that many the affiliated societies did not elect their delegates, 
and that this decision represented one delegate was intended tem- 
porary arrangement for official purposes” only. 

think would not possible find one hundred women any city 
who could induced see any one subject from the same point view, even 
they were sent delegates from the same society, unless they were organized 
into complete political but one delegate carrying one hundred votes 
would have the controlling voice every measure voted upon and would make 
any society organized upon such lines menace the organization work, not 
only the State but the entire country.

Just don’t get 
excited, but when you find that your school not eligible demand the 
managers the school the reason why, and insist that the school conforms the 
simple, practical standards education demanded. this way you will 
helping the Board Examiners, whose effort carry out the letter the 
law which you have helped pass. There plenty time for such adjustment. 
one supposed would all smooth sailing, for there had not been irregu- 
larities would not have needed protection. Schools from all over the world 
are registered with the Regents; costs nothing, and such registration gives 
recognition the graduates. Insist that your school comply with the require- 
ments and registered.

bestowed freely upon us; have been proudly conscious our 
achievements, and perhaps with some slight reason, but time has 
now come when cannot afford relax our efforts, when spend 
the moments congratulations may lose the chance for much 
that before us. 

“The times are ripe. Never had such opportunities for the 
fulfilment high destiny. Never before was perfectly evident 
members the nursing profession that must work out our own 
salvation, that must work out certain ends, that must 
control the currents controlled them. Never before has there 
been such need concerted action; never time when necessity 
loudly demanded that should stand close together. Then let 
close up, and surround our common enemies—prejudice and igno- 
rance—as completely vanquish them. 

“Doubtless there will come retrogressions, there have come 
some during the year our efforts for State registration; such 
obstacles will not, however, allowed stop progress, but rather 
stimulation new activities. 

the question now most thoroughly enlisting the atten- 
tion nurses all over the land that registration the State. 
The manner its accomplishment the various States depends upon 
the laws and customs those States. 

“It difficult one State because the Executive fears sanction 
the law lest give too much power body women; re- 
strained another reason the jealousy commission, created 
for wholly different purpose, that sees the passage the nurses’ 
bill opportunity for widening its own sphere, and sees plainly 
have influence with legislators and cause grave fears among 
the nurses that their bill might become law, and that they might 
placed under commission which would render their position 
the State much less desirable than before. grave were the fears 
those nurses that small, self-constituted committee sought inter- 
view with his Excellency the Governor and expressed him the hope 
that would kindly veto their bill were presented him during 
the present session the Legislature, with the result that that bill 
laid over until another year. Thus might repeated instances 
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struggles, succcesses, and defeats wherever nurses are working for State 
registration, but hope you will have presented you reports 
the progress made the State associations, and these instances serve 
illustrate and prove the need for work everyone. 

would seem that the time for advocating the necessity for 
State registration has passed; but evidently has not, every nurse 
the United States would found working for it. Realizing this 
fact, your Executive Committee decided devote large part the 
programme this convention that subject; and therefore you will 
have its principles presented you from points view both old and 
new, all -which you are urged earnestly consider, judiciously weigh, 
and conscientiously practise your homes during the coming year. 
hope you will told how best secure legislation; but you 
are not, you can least make your own deduction from the reports 
State associations. trust you may hear something the prog- 
ress the preliminary course for nurses inaugurated other edu- 
cational institutions. The preliminary course has had its advocates 
several these conventions, and know that continues interest 
many our members, but the rate progress has not been greatly 
accelerated during the past year largely because managers technical 
schools and those advocating the course from the nurses’ standpoint 
fail meet common ground. Doubtless concessions will have 
made both before much can accomplished. Something has 
been done way demonstrating one woman’s college that the 
nurses are fully aware their needs and that one outside the pro- 
fession can possibly know those needs dictate them well they. 

persistent effort has been made and must continue 
made the hoped-for results are attained, and way 
the present time can our perseverance better shown than con- 
stant demand for this part curriculum for nurses. 

consider what has been accomplished few women 
our own profession, when note the success that has been attained 
certain lines work, grow hopeful and are ready say, ‘If 
school college willing take this for us, why should not 
take for ourselves? too much expect us? Would 
much more difficult than what has already been done? Are you 
prepared give your earnest thought it? least, are you ready 
select those who will study the possibilities such departure from 
the old, familiar ways? The time has now come when even the most 
conservative our training-schools are ready with any 
scheme which promises them better material pupils, and State 
registration does all that its friends hope will do, they will neces- 
sity found even more willing 
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may sound wild and chimerical, but not when viewed the 
light the history nursing this country for the last ten years, 
during which time one experience has crowded upon another with great 
rapidity, witness the growth this very association, the institution 
the course for nurses Columbia College, the establishment State 
registration for nurses many States, the success that enterprise 
especially dear every AMERICAN JOURNAL 

can take with into our consideration the question this 
fact—that the material things life those who have conquered have 
always been they who have ventured into the unknown. one thing 
may sure—the preliminary course for nurses bound 
established sooner later, and ourselves, believe will 
well done. 

very real indication the trend public opinion towards the 
importance the nurse’s work found the prominence given 
wherever philanthropic social workers meet council, illustra- 
tion which will seen when the National Conference Charities 
and Correction held Portland during the week June and 
gives large part its time and programme the work the visit- 
ing and district nurses; and this given the nurses themselves, 
the practical workers, and not, often the case, the managers, 
those who merely support the work their contributions money. 

shall also have another fine illustration this fact when 
the International Council Women meets Berlin next month for 
the consideration ways and means for the betterment humanity, 
and gives largely its time and space questions which pertain 
the work the nurse. Loyal, energetic women all over the world are 
thus banded together for the promotion the common weal. The very 
contemplation the idea incentive all gird the armor 
little more securely, for such work delight have place. 
The Empress Germany has graciously consented the honorary 
chairman the congress, and together with other members the royal 
household will attend the meetings and otherwise show her sympathy 
for the work and workers. 

“We, through our membership the American Federation 
Nurses, belong the National Council Women and thus the 
International Council. are represented the congress 
Berlin, where energy mind, genius, power, will speak many tongues 
which the world will hear and heed. 

“Tt will our pleasure later, convention assembled, send 
them some greeting, not merely that our delegate may have more 
salutary introduction, but because wish show our sympathy for 
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that great body women, ‘endeavoring comprehend all its mag- 
nitude, and feel all its importance, the part assigned them 
the great drama human affairs.’ 

“That they may arrive conclusions which shall formulate plans 
for the continued betterment mankind our earnest hope and 
sincere belief; for they, their works and influence upon affairs, 
—local, national, and gained vantage-ground 
from whence success must eventually won.

years have nation been comparatively tranquil; 
have been agitated mighty revolutions. Other continents have 
had their thrones shaken, while the foundations our national power 
remain firm. trust may ever thus; hope that the light 
peace may ever upon us; that the products our toil may 
abundant; that dread epidemics may not stalk abroad slaying our 
beloved first born; that flood and fire may not sweep over our land 
lay waste and spoil the form its fair face. 

flood drought; but, should any these grave disasters attend upon 
us, shall found unprepared? shall never nation 
wholly unprepared. Our national resources and our loyal love coun- 
try preclude such possibility, but sufferers there will always be, dis- 
asters will occur even isolated places; war will threaten and neces- 
sity may demand that withhold not ourselves from it. 

then can this great body serving-women best serve its 
country and its country’s people when put such straits? Individuals 
among have always been found who would respond the needs 
our fellows—may their number increase and likewise their strength! 
But the charge has been made, and with some show justice, that 
body professional women respond slowly—we are commercial, 
receive more willingly than give. Indeed, one famous for his 
good deeds that profession whose handmaidens delight be, 
well for his faith the work the nurse, has said that until 
eradicate this failing can lay small claim the assumption that 
ours really profession. However disputed that point may be, 
still remains true that often miss our opportunities for identification 
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with the world’s great philanthropies. not time that should, 
and may not here decide to, reverse our methods, and place ourselves 
record being organized for response any call that may come 
aid humanity any needed way? 

have this country organization known the National 
Red Cross Society, with whose name least are familiar, but 
plans for work not always comprehend. Our idea would 
ally ourselves with this national body for practical purposes. 

“Unhappily, the Red Cross Society not present able 
much work,—it being process reconstruction,—but will event- 
ually effective any society its kind any other nation the 
world. 

“So strong was the conviction that nurses should awake 
their opportunities and responsibilities this direction that 
formal committee visited Washington, last winter, members the 
Red Cross Association high official position and placed the matter 
before them. The suggestions the committee were welcome, and 
was advised make preparations for the work, with the promise 
that opportunity would given the nurses for rendering their 
service whenever the demand for such service should arise, and with 
the further promise that there were then Red Cross Society with 
which they could allied there would some organization equally 
effective. 

“This concession was made because the very evident fact that 
neither distinction nor position, neither money nor any other emolu- 
ment, was sought, but simply opportunity for work the most 
practical and effectual manner. Therefore the appeal made you 
consider the advisability getting into form for such work. 
made you because you are the rank and file the nursing profession 
this country, and without you nothing can done, upon you must 
the dependence for service placed. 

“Let personally indifferent whether this new work in- 
augurated under the auspices the Associated the Ameri- 
can Federation Nurses, some other nursing body: thus shall 
prove the sincerity our request for only serve. Let 
our conceptions enlarged the circle our duties and oppor- 
tunities.’ 

shall fulfil one the avowed purposes our being. 

“Tt indeed pleasing reflection that for the consideration 
these vital questions are fortunate enough meet this grand 
old city Brotherly Love,’ with its history the centre wise de- 
liberations the past. gather courage and inspiration from the 
contemplation what our fathers here acccomplished, and would 
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show forth our gratitude the friends who made possible for 
here assemble and who have to-day offered kindly greeting and 
hospitality. 

“May reward them pursuing diligently the great objects 
have before us, that they may able say the future, here 
were inaugurated schemes for the betterment humanity and the up- 
lifting honorable profession.’

just cause proud. Not, perhaps, account the number 
States which have carried the matter through successful issue, but 
because the main the nurses have stood firmly for the vital points 
issue and have been willing work and wait until they could obtain 
them. the time our convention last year four States—namely, 
North Carolina, New Jersey, Virginia, and New York—had secured the 
passage their respective bills. Besides these, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Maryland, Connecticut, Louisi- 
ana, Iowa, District Columbia, California, and Indiana have now taken 
steps secure legal registration for the nurses within their borders. 
these, Maryland has secured the passage its bill, while the others are 
still working towards that end. 

The pioneers any movement are the ones who have surmount 
the most formidable and perplexing difficulties. They break the path, 
and those who come after may walk their footsteps, avoid their pit- 
falls, and sometimes broaden and emphasize the way. The nurses who 
were the pioneers the work registration have done great work 
for those who come after them. From their experience many funda- 
mental points may deduced which are vital for the well-being and 
permanence our professional organization. Let each new State the

the greatest dangers encounter our work for regis- 
tration the danger haste. has been plainly demonstrated that 
better for State organization wait five years for the passage 
its bill than successful with one which its passage has become 
mutilated that has been deprived its most essential points. Let 
not the nurses any State ambitious the next pass bill, 
but let them direct their ambition towards the stipulations the bill— 
what its restrictions and standards are, and whether will place the 
nurses that State upon the highest plane which they can possibly 
command. 

Most nurses who have had experience with registration know that 
tactful, clear-headed, business-like dealing with legislative bodies has 
much with the passage bill. Such fundamental principles 
the right the nursing body set its own educational and ethical 
standards and its demand for self-government must insisted upon. 
If, order gain these important points, are obliged concede 
the demands the public others lesser import, are still main- 
taining our standards and gaining the points for which are striving.

“THE JUSTICE EXAMINING BOARD COMPOSED

quite like endeavoring add more truth axiom the addition 
superlatives. 
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Apparently, has never occurred the profession place 
dentists and lawyers upon the Board Medical Examiners, although 
patients sometimes require the joint services all three professions. 
The selection suitable nurses for military service, has been quite 
generally conceded, best left the well-trained nurse considerable 
experience rather than doctor, even though that doctor woman; 
and surely department nursing more careful and rigid 
scrutiny applicants essential than for the military nursing corps. 
German, readily admit, the best judge the fluency with which 
may speak the Teutonic language, although some Frenchman may 
possess more than the ordinary colloquial knowledge that same 
man tongue! 

“The important and very close relationship between intelligent 
nursing and the practice modern medicine and surgery very gener- 
ally recognized this day scientific development and progress. 
none this fact more readily admitted than our leading physicians 
and surgeons. 

From other source have received greater encouragement and 
aid our struggle for State registration than from the medical pro- 
fession. But the question has already arisen, does not this interest 
sometimes prove doubtful benefit us? Not premeditated harm, but, 
like unwise counsel, may occasion complications which are not 
advantageously adjusted without much effort and considerable expense 
things material.

“THE NECESSITY FOR LOW STANDARDS THE 
MISS ROSE, READ MISS McISAAC. 


Without the least fear arraying any opposing force against 
statement—on the contrary, voice the opinion all who have been 
actively interested the question State registration when say that 
the amount good work that has already been accomplished enor- 
mous. And were possible have rehearsed the experience 
each group workers, would impressed with the fact that 
every instance where the sought-for object was really attained was 
reached through gradual, slow growth, carefully meeting each issue 
presented itself. All have met with disappointments, all have been 
brought face face with the lamentable fact that there much that 
ought different from what really is. But great and good 
thing comes simply for the asking, but requires struggle gain it, 
this undertaking means close application the underlying prin- 
ciples, repeated efforts first ones fall short the mark, and deter- 
mination born assurance that honest endeavor must, the end, 
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win. And look about are not discouraged, but find 
incentive redoubled vigor, inasmuch every hand see the 
effects impetus furnished the agitation State registration. 
Many hospitals and training-schools have wakened their short- 
comings, and are making efforts provide better conditions. 

“This all takes time, and must have patience, and not expect 
too much all once. The tendency our day hurry everything, 
and result often rush headlong into matters that must dealt 
with differently. 

“Turning our attention the various States, compare the 
results, what find? Who are the successful ones? been 
those who considered haste the main factor gaining the coveted object, 
consequently not giving the points issue careful, thoughtful consider- 
ation before acting upon them; has been those who put time out 
the question, preferring make haste slowly,’ doing nothing without 
most thorough deliberation? are not loss for the answer. Truc, 
the work all new us, along lines presenting phases entirely dif- 
ferent from the usual requirements, and therefore experi- 
mental way, and necessarily calling for calm, tactful, and matured 
counselling. 

“Tf all training-schools were position offer the same kind 
and amount work, both theoretical and practical, one great difficulty 
would already overcome. But, all know, there are many dif- 
ferent standards, and just—neither too lenient nor too exacting— 
requires unusual degree judgment order that such decision 
may made will draw the line just where should come. 

And right here must ask ourselves the question, which the 
more advisable, put our standard high that only the smaller per- 
centage nurses can possibly meet the requirements, first shall 
content have more elastic standard? think will all 
agree that attempted the first for our plan action, would 
compelled accept defeat. For would have arrayed against 
naturally all who fell short that standard. If, the other hand, 
measure from lower notch our scale, once enlist the codper- 
ation all within its scope. course, this not carried the 
point sacrificing principle for the sake gaining thing which 
would profit nothing being gained such way. But have 
more room for improvement when our standard moderate, and for the 
same reason greater number improved, than when high 
that the rank and file cannot hope reach it. 

Another viewpoint that, given little more chance, smaller 
and less completely equipped hospitals will feel the necessity for broader 
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work order compete with the more progressive ones, and indirectly 
the nurses reap the benefit. 

also humane side the question. the present time 
there are many earning livelihood and helping care for others than 
themselves who are not altogether blame for not being first-class nurses, 
for the school which they received their training did not give them 
the best. And every nurse cannot the best schools, well 
know. And, further, there has been particular reason why prospective 
nurses should make careful inquiries about the various schools before 
deciding which one she wished make application. 

not include those whose standards not present 
come the ideal requirements? and then gradually, the schools 
are improved and brought recognized standard, instead of, 
present, each one having its own, can afford insist upon less 
lenient course. 

Another outcome all this agitation will the careful in- 
quiry young women wishing take this work the schools 
that will furnish them the best results, and schools that not keep 
the march progress will find that each year the material offer- 
ing itself them less and less desirable. few years will 
realize that the ranks contain greater proportion better-trained 
women, and the inferior schools will crowded out existence, 
have been affiliated with large ones, and the standard proportionately 
raised.”

“Our extreme youth matters organization and legislation 
makes pause for moment before the word Reciprocity, and wonder 
have yet reached stage where are ready consider question 
concerning which this much, least, clear the outset, that though 
important, not immediately necessary for our progress 
organization, and that presents under the best conditions many great 
difficulties which must met and overcome before can satisfactorily 
established. also clear that the conditions which the field nursing 
organization presents for the present handling this question are not 
only means the best, but that they would offer peculiar difficulties 
any active effort this direction. 

“But though are young these matters, still have made 
beginning the organization State societies, have secured few 
States such legislation possible obtain under existing condi- 
tions education nursing and the corresponding state public 
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opinion, and our youth should not prevent from realizing that some 
features relation legislation which not seem special 
importance value to-day may prove vitally necessary later 
day, and from exercising the wise foresight which recognizes 
vides for future possibilities and future needs. 

While the forming State societies, which must usually precede 
legislation (sometimes considerable period), has been accomplished 
far only eighteen States (?), and while actual laws have been 
secured, believe, but five, the question reciprocity does not yet 
come home with any pressing force reality; that pretty 
sure later, however, seems clear are draw any inferences 
from the efforts this direction some other professions, notably that 
medicine, which stand close relation. Just how far reciprocity 
has made its way into the various other professions not know, but 
told that the most eminent lawyer the country could not leave his 
own State conduct case some others, that woman who can teach 
school with conspicuous ability and success one State cannot teach 
all some others, and that the restrictions the law this respect 
extend into occupations well professions, and are felt many 
annoying oppressive. 

“Such conditions not being entirely compatible with the ideals 
freedom which this country believed cherish, probable that 
efforts towards relations most these matters have been 
made, and probable also that some limited areas, where the standards 
education and the laws are similar, some such relationships have been 
already established. 

“We know that among members the medical profession the 
matter has been the subject more less agitation for good many 
years, and also know that though seems recognized them 
highly desirable, practical steps towards complete reciprocity have 
been taken. 

From time time committees from various bodies medical men 
have been appointed consider the subject. They have done so: have 
discussed, argued; disagreed, and finally concluded—their reports have 
been presented, and there the matter seems have ended. doubt 
progress being slowly and steadily made, but the reports seem show 
that the question not burning one; that, the contrary, there 
considerable degree apathy concerning it; that members are not 
entire accord what they want; that the formidable thing known 
legislative obstacles” stands the way obtaining such measures 
have been agreed upon, and, finally, that reciprocity still long way 
ahead. 
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These facts are dwelt upon give emphasis our statement that 
efforts our part this direction are not immediate and urgent 
importance, and encourage those our members who are likely 
disappointed something not done about this matter the spot. 

matter, its ultimate necessity, and the means which should 
employed bring about. 

there seems reason for considering this matter with the 
utmost carefulness, quite apart from those generally considered this 
this the widespread and universally recognized propensity 
nurses migrate. Nurses are the wandering spirits the earth; 
their training teaches them ready march, like soldier, 
moment’s notice; they seldom become deeply rooted one place, sel- 
dom accumulate cumbersome belongings; they divest themselves 
everything which may impede flight, and change residence becomes 
about easy for them for Arab. Professional calls and needs 
them hither and yon from one quarter the globe the other 
for periods which may brief, few weeks, may lengthen into years 
they never know which. nurse may ten years actually live and 
carry professional duties half dozen different States. With this 
mind, seems not unnatural conclude that reciprocity may have 
even deeper meaning for us, its establishment may more essential 
our general welfare than that those whose tendency 
remain settled and known one place. The ability carry our 
professional duties wherever may called sent, without any 
embarrassments delays, would seem rather imperatively neces- 
sary consider the matter from the stand-point its benefit 
ourselves only. But, just look with sharp scrutiny into the possi- 
bilities for useful citizenship offered the strangers from other coun- 
tries who present themselves our shores, may each State freely 
inquire whether its homes and institutions are likely benefited 
endangered the entrance therein workers from other States. 
its standards set certain directions for the welfare and protection 
the community are met disabilities, its right say not allowed 
land’ unquestioned. 

Reciprocity between States nursing legislation like commer- 
cial reciprocity between nations. Its distinctive idea sort treaty 
virtue which certain advantages and privileges offered party 
are responded equal advantages and privileges from the other. This 
presupposes once certain equality conditions, and conformity 
definite and known make the value the thing offered 
great the privilege granted. 
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Towards reciprocity nursing take our first step when ask 
for laws which shall establish standards education for nurses, and 
require that those wishing practise professional nurses shall 
proved conform those standards competent Examining Board. 
These laws are the very beginning our efforts towards uniformity 
nursing education, and they must also lie the root any attempt 
establish reciprocity sound and permanent basis. difficult 
legislate greatly ahead existing conditions present public 
opinion, but the ultimate result careful legislation upon educational 
systems must marked. The schools the future will find absolutely 
necessary their existence conform established standards, and 
Examining Boards will have much influence upon and control over 
nursing education. those States where the standards are not high, 
nurses who are now trying improve them means legislation may 
find the subject future interstate reciprocity excellent lever. 
seems that neither educators nor legislators could resist the argu- 
ment that low standard would make impossible for nurses graduating 
from schools their States obtain recognition opportunities for 
practising elsewhere. the requirements for registration Kentucky, 
for instance, demand that candidate shall over twenty-one years 
age, shall conform definite standards preliminary education, and 
that she shall have received two full years training, practical and 
theoretical, general hospital which medical, surgical, and obstet- 
rical patients are treated, and instruction given anatomy, physi- 
ology, hygiene, and sanitation and dietetics, while the requirements for 
registration Texas, for instance, are covered simply two years 
practical and theoretical training, with further stipulation any 
kind, there can little use talking reciprocity until Texas has 
come up, unless want give new meaning the word and reduce 
act friendly courtesy. Those desiring opportunities 
working other States should required conform fully the 
rigidly maintained standards such States. 

“It follows naturally, therefore, that uniformity education 
nursing should achieved some accepted degree before can 
ready take the question reciprocity national matter. 

According statement the editorial pages late number 
‘an entire lack uniformity instruction both theoretical and practi- 
cal schools throughout the not know that anything 
could clearer, more positive, and more comprehensive than this state- 
ment. not limited nor qualified, and leaves room wriggle 
out any direction. true? Statistics leave little room for 
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doubt. take the qualifications for admission, find that the age 
limit, while nominally from twenty-three thirty-five years, reality 
ranges from eighteen forty years. think safe saying that 
the pupils who enter most the smaller schools are nearer eighteen 
than twenty-three years age. the education applicants the ut- 
most liberality prevails—graduates public schools, private schools, 
high schools, convents, and colleges enter side side with equal 
number who have graduated from schools any kind, some whose 
education meagre that they are taxed beyond their powers when 
required write, spell, and punctuate properly ordinary letter. 
there anything here upon which graft professional education 

the period training, may one year, two years, three, 
even four years (witness school Massachusetts), may 
ten weeks, according much advertised and surprisingly well-indorsed 
school Philadelphia. 

“It but fair say that three years seems likely become the 


uniform period training, inasmuch find that out 


five hundred so-called schools America two hundred and thirty have 


adopted that term satisfactory period for the full course study. 
Two these schools with the three-years’ course study are attached 
hospitals ten beds each, and one enterprising institution finds itself 
the happy position being able with eight beds furnish material 
and opportunities for full three-years’ course the curious principle 
that the less one has do, the longer time takes it. The 
may established connection with almost any build- 
ing which the sick are received and cared for, matter what its size 
and purpose. more than seventy hospitals with schools attached 
the greater number have less than twenty-five beds, the larger number 
these averaging from twelve eighteen beds. Those hospitals sup- 
porting schools (sometimes some extent supported them) may 
the useful general public hospital, the private sanitarium, the hospital 
for the treatment special diseases only. for the subjects prac- 
tical teaching, they may medical, surgical, obstetrical, 
embracing also all contagious diseases and orthopedics, they may 
limited almost entirely surgical work, perhaps chiefly 
possibly hospital largely given over the care private patients. 
The training may given the hospital, partly there and among 
private patients outside, may picked without careful super- 
vision the highways and byways the city. There may monthly 
allowance money paid each pupil, and the sum may actually range 
from two dollars month fifteen dollars. The same sum may 
paid each year the three, different may paid two the years 
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and not the third one. list schools recently inspected 
counted one hundred and twelve schools paying ten dollars month 
their pupils, and between seventy and eighty paying five dollars. There 
seemed obvious reason for this wide variation; perhaps glimpse 
into the treasury might have revealed it. 

pleasing opposition this method are few schools which 
charge tuition fee—and still further variety found the rapidly 
growing number schools where the pupils neither pay nor are paid, 
and the work conducted what called the non-payment system 
(about thirty our representative schools have adopted this plan). 

period duty the wards may eight, nine, ten, twelve 
hours. for the methods teaching, they exhibit bewildering and 
fascinating variety. Take the fundamental subject anatomy and 
physiology, for instance. may vary from course six eight lec- 
tures one which occupies seven hours weekly for twelve weeks. may 
also omitted altogether from the course instruction. The prepara- 
tion food for the sick and the study food properties may taught 
series eight ten lessons, each one hour long, may require 
four six hours practical instruction daily for two months.

secure laws certain States, but they will vary greatly that the 
standards one State will probably not prove acceptable another. 
comparison such laws have already been enacted shows this 
plainly, but shows also that liberal attitude regard reciprocity 
prevails. held least two out the five States which have 
secured State registration, and note the same spirit the framing 
another bill which has not yet passed. Reciprocal relations between 
two three States whose standards education and professional 
training are similar, and whose Examining Boards accept fully the 
standards the others, might established early date. The 
writer the opinion that possible too liberal and fail 
realize fully how carefully should guard against the invasion 
lower standard from one State than that which has been set an- 
other. 

School announcements may mean one thing, their methods work 
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quite another, and cannot too searching our investigations, too 
exacting upholding our requirements. 

“Tf candidate has failed find high standards her own State, 
should meet and learn recognize them another. States may 
accept without examination those registered applicants from States 
having higher requirements; they should unhesitatingly reject those 
States which have inferior. 

with distinct reference future reciprocal relations, and each State 
should aim establishing standard sufficiently high prevent 
its exclusion from other States. the same time should state with 
the utmost definiteness the basis which these relations are allowed. 
should know that the requirements and examinations are substantially 
the same and may justly accepted equivalent for our own. The 
certificate registration nurse from another State could ac- 
cepted Examining Board under general conditions somewhat 
follows—first, that the preliminary education the applicant and the 
period education nursing are such the board requires; second, 
that the applicant must show that she has passed examination prac- 
tical and theoretical nursing substantially the same character that 
required this board, and that she has been fully registered. Finally, 
must remember that uniformity nursing education our way, and 
only way, complete reciprocity. 

efforts must directed straight our educational system, 
and should give freely our best strength and energy its development 
and improvement. possible that through some central body—a 
Central Examining Board, Advisory Board, Board Control—we 
might more speedily get the desired basis uniformity; but such 
body can hardly created, work effectively even existed, except 
through closer union State societies than has yet been suggested, 
perhaps even thought of. When the State societies know each other 
better, and realize more fully not only the needs and possibilities 
their own territories, but the wider field occupied the entire pro- 
fession, possible that some such Central Advisory Board Exam- 
ining Board may arise naturally and that may exercise beneficent 
influence over the entire nursing body the country. thing 
must realize—that is, the ideals which inspire the growth any edu- 
cational work must change from year year; they cannot remain 
fixed and unalterable; they must grow, and must grow with them 
wish worthy our responsibilities and really great oppor- 
tunities.”

nurses the State attend, the meeting held the New Haven Hos- 
pital. About eighty nurses responded. Miss Palmer spoke informally State 
registration. this meeting State association was formed. Nominating 
Committee and committee draw the by-laws our constitution were 
appointed, report meeting held Hartford, May 28, 1904.” 


DISTRICT COLUMBIA. 


“The Graduate Nurses’ Association the District Columbia was formed 
November, 1903. Miss Nevins, the Garfield Memorial Hospital, was 
elected president. Miss Marian Little, the Homeopathic Hospital, secre- 
tary, and Miss Jennings, the Children’s Hospital, treasurer. There 
are one hundred and thirty members. bill secure registration was pre- 
pared and introduced both houses Congress, but action was taken. The 
nurses hope work for another and more satisfactory bill next year.” 


INDIANA. 


“In August, 1903, members the Hope Hospital, Fort Wayne, 
took steps towards the forming the Indiana State Nurses’ Association.

Samuel Wayne, Hope Hospital Association 
and one the city’s most successful business men, delivered the opening 
address.

Haute, Ind.; second vice-president, Miss Hill, 422 West Fourth Street, Fort 
Wayne, Ind.; secretary, Miss Scott, Lexington Place, Indianapolis, Ind.; 
treasurer, Miss Grant, City Indianapolis, Ind.; chairman 
Nominating Committee, Miss Speechly, 422 West Fourth Street, Fort Wayne, 
Ind.; chairman Arrangements Committee, Miss Scott, Lexington Place, 
Indianapolis, Ind.; chairman Legislative Committee, Mrs. Bulk. Brown, In- 
dianapolis, Ind.; chairman By-Law Committee, Miss Boulten, Evansville 
Sanitarium, Evansville, Ind.; chairman Credential Committee, Miss John- 
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ston, 825 Christian Place, Indianapolis, Ind.; chairman Publication Com- 
mittee, Miss Clark, 422 Fourth Street, Fort Wayne, Ind. About sixty 
members were enrolled.

NEW YORK. 


“The question State organization for New York State was brought 
before the delegates the Nurses’ Associated Convention held New 
York City May, 1900. The day following meeting was held the Presby- 
terian Hospital and Committee Organization appointed, which called 
mass-meeting Albany the following April, when the State society was or- 
ganized. Both individuals and societies are eligible for membership, with the 
expectation that ultimately the county society will the unit membership.

The registration training-schools also their hands, school 
being registered unless comes certain standard. hospital maintain- 
ing training-school must incorporated, and standard requirements for 
the hospital itself now being worked out. Inspection all registered train- 
ing-schools the State will also undertaken. The association has now about 
two thousand nine hundred members, holding two meetings each year—the 
annual meeting Albany April, and autumn meeting some other city.” 


NORTH CAROLINA. 


“The North Carolina State Nurses’ Association was organized October 
28, 1902, with about thirty-eight members. bill providing for State registra- 
tion nurses was secured March 1903. now have fifty members, and are 
hold our second annual meeting the last this month, when hope take 
the following steps: The adoption uniform curriculum with 
course and little pay; the establishment six-months’ preparatory course for 
nurses our State Normal and Industrial College; committee secure re- 
vision our bill possible.” 
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OHIO. 


“The Ohio State Association Graduate Nurses (incorporated) was or- 
ganized Cincinnati January and 28. the meeting January 28, 
after the adoption the constitution and by-laws, bill presented 
the Ohio State Legislature its present session was read and adopted. This 
bill with some alterations was the lines the bill prepared the Maryland 
State Association Graduate Nurses. The Committee Legislation reported 
that after careful study existing bills relating State registration for 
nurses the Maryland bill, their judgment, demanded the highest educational 
standard, and also gave the State association the power select number 
desirable candidates from whom Board Examiners could appointed; they 
therefore recommended the adoption for the Ohio State Association similar 
bill. This bill was submitted eminent legal opinion and under the Constitu- 
tion Ohio was declared unconstitutional two counts: because

The intelligent sympathy, the hearty 
tion different social, educational, and professional bodies, and the general 
good-will which have met every side induce belief the wisdom our 
decision ‘make haste slowly,’ and hope that may deserve and receive 
the continued sympathy and support each and every one the coming year.” 


Graduate Nurses’ Association Virginia sends her delegate you 
to-day report the work that has been accomplished the State the 
past year. The law regulating our profession, which went into effect May, 
1903, thus far has proven interest and great benefit, not the nurses 
alone, but the physicians and, most important all, the public, who have 
long felt the need this protection.

“CENTRAL REGISTRATION. 


“Central registration may good thing, provided comprises 
much beyond mere registration, which itself not sufficient im- 
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portance call forth unusual effort obtain. fact, there may 
some objections registry other than one connected with school 
where several hundred women place their names and receive calls. The 
woman charge this apt not familiar with the strong and 
weak points each nurse, thus times placing nurses cases where 
they will justice neither themselves nor their patients. Among 
large number the deficiencies the nurse who anxious get 
through life easily possible are liable overlooked, which cannot 
fail react against the woman irreproachable professional reputation 
whose name the same list, and lower the general standing the 
registry. The same weaknesses are found school registries, but these 
are held somewhat under control the smaller size the list and the 
more complete knowledge the record each member enrolled. 

“The central registry assistance the nurse starting work 
town other than that which she graduated giving her 
opportunity make beginning. also convenience the second- 
third-rate nurse whose own school registry knows her well that 
hesitates placing her cases similar those which she has already 
failed, and consequence which she feels aggrieved. the good 
nurse makes little difference where she registers, for when once 
started she demand and frequently independent registration. 
the physician and public are considered, central registry 
special convenience them. The school registries serve these well 
not better, and central registries organized, would have edu- 
cate them apply there. 

“The removal nurses’ registries from the hospitals would 
the greatest possible relief superintendents nurses’ schools, 
who are already overburdened with duties and weary hearing com- 
plaints from nurses dissatisfied with work superintendents merely 
because these nurses show neither ambition nor ability for 
themselves. 

“Central registration may debatable point, but there would 
seem doubt that the management her registry should be, 

her the hands the nurse herself, who far has 
refused recognize her responsibility and has left the burden 
her school best could. she would take this, her 
rightful task, she would least relieved the reproach duty 
neglected; she would have the opportunity controlling affairs which 
her privilege control, and least adopting that policy she has 
long advocated. 

“Tt the private-duty nurse who will benefited injured ac- 
cording the degree success failure with which the registry meets, 
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and should therefore regulate its policy; and she who should gain 
that process development coming from responsibility assumed. 

“Granted that each alumne should take care its own registry, 
would simple step for the several combine, and instead 
two, four, six registries, have one large, central one. this com- 
bination were for registration alone, would not seem advisable, the 
smaller registry being better able care for its members. 

however, the other hand, central registration only 
one feature large scheme, which combination nurses may 
have club-houses with reading-rooms, bed-rooms, common kitchen and 
dining-room, with gymnasium they wish it, lecture courses, and other 
privileges, which will improve their method living, add their hap- 
piness, and inspiration towards better work, then well worth 
the necessary effort. 

the accomplishment such work requires organized effort. 
this were not brought about the union local would 
seem reasonable suppose that the local association might utilized 
for the purpose. The Board Management the registry, appointed 
from among the members the local association, would assume all 
responsibility, turn electing its Executive Committee come 
closer contact with the work, this committee supply rules and enforce 
their obedience, select and assist the officer charge, keep 
constant touch with its development, and report results its board. 

“The officer charge should be, preferably, nurse. She alone 
understands the ambitions and attitude the nursing profession, and, 
naturally, she must woman broad mind, perfectly impartial 
towards individuals and schools. 

doubt, all new enterprises, mistakes will made 
the management, which the individual the registry itself may 
suffer, but these should not grievous nature. There are now 
the nursing profession enough old heads who know what the nurse needs, 
who are capable leading, and the younger women will well recog- 
nize their knowledge and willingly guided. 

“Tt would seem that the question stake not whether nurses 
can make success central can anything 
they undertake,—but whether worth their while attempt it. 
its best and broadest form would seem worth while, for means 
union nurses bring about, their own efforts, changes which will 
once develop the nurse the effort she puts forth for herself 
what now being done for her, and which will ultimately give the 
nursing profession position the eyes the public which, far, 
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never has held, and will fail hold until nurses organize themselves 
into body self-regulated and self-governed professional women. 

central registration brings one step towards this ultimate 
goal, its accomplishment would progression, and therefore bene- 
ficial.”

CENTRAL DIRECTORY FOR NURSES AND HOW BEST MANAGE IT. 


registries for nurses have come necessity all large 
cities is, think, almost universally acknowledged. course, there 
are some who still contend that such institutions are not needed the 
community; that each hospital has its own list nurses regular 
registry, where the names the graduates with their addresses kept 
and where they can found any time. This true, but those who 
have all studied the subject considered the present condition 
things will, think, admit that regular registries for nurses are not only 
advantage but almost necessity the nursing profession. What 
kind registries, and how best manage them, the question 
considered present. 

city, each conducted its own way, best have one central 
registry where the names all duly qualified nurses all the different 
hospitals good standing can found any time? seems that there 
can but one answer this question. The great advantage having 
one central place where the name any graduate nurse good stand- 
ing her profession can found the shortest notice must commend 
itself all thinking people. This age centralization, everyone 
busy, little time seems available for what have do, 
that are constantly obliged plan how can best arrange things 
that our work may carried the best advantage the least 
possible amount time. 

“Tf there were one central directory each city wisely managed, 
and where record all reputable and properly qualified nurses were 
kept, one can readily see the great saving time and trouble would 
mean for both patients and physicians, especially the latter, and also 
the benefit that would result the nurses themselves. 

“We all, think, realize that nurse very readily forgotten 
patients and physicians, but especially the latter, nor can wonder 
that when consider the many anxieties and the intense nervous 
strain physician’s life. 
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Frequently physician very well satisfied with the work 
certain nurse. She may entire stranger him, she has not been 
trained hospital where serves, she not familiar him, but 
her work has been satisfactory every respect. When she leaves the 
case compliments her the way she has handled with its various 
and difficult features, and tells the nurse that will glad have 
her another time; frequently even asks for her card, which she 
glad give him, naturally expecting hear from him again. Months 
after the nurse may meet the same physician, who greets her cordially 
and remarks that has several times wanted her for certain cases, but 
that had lost her card and had idea where find her. there 
were one central directory such mistakes need not occur. physician 
could call the directory, mention the name the nurse wanted, 
and could once put communication with her, least 
told whether she were available for case not. 

Besides the mere convenience this system, well-organized cen- 
tral directory would guarantee good faith the general public. 

nurse should found the directory unless she were prop- 
erly qualified every respect. The fact that nurse was able regis- 
ter the central directory would proof that she was graduate 
hospital good standing, and also that she herself held credentials 
her character and her personal fitness for practising her profession 
thus both physicians and the general public would feel that nurse 
procured from the central directory was reliable every respect. 

granted the advisability central directory, next 
ask the question, Who the person best qualified carry such 
undertaking? Shall graduate nurse, business woman, who, 
course, has had especial training hospital work and cannot 
expected enter fully into the requirements either nurses physi- 
cians 

urged number that few nurses have any business 
ability; they are careless their business methods, biassed their 
opinions, hasty their judgments, and, short, not suited take hold 
such business enterprise. business woman, the other hand, has 
herself well under control, she has been trained business methods, 
accustomed handle the public, and every way better suited 
take charge such enterprise. 

know that there great deal truth all this, and have 
mind most excellent directory for nurses managed wisely and 
capably woman untrained, indeed, hospital work, but, guided 
her tact and intuitive knowledge human nature, she has been 
singularly successful managing directory for nurses. 
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must conceded that many nurses are, unfortunately, very 
poor business their irregular and uncertain life not apt fos- 
ter develop their business faculties, and they are, especially those con- 
stantly doing private duty, great danger becoming very narrow 
their views life. All this must admitted any unbiassed ob- 
server. Happily, however, every nurse not unfitted for conducting 
business enterprise. have numerous examples nurses who have 
been most successful business career, and have demonstrated that 
their training the hospital has given them breadth view and 
large tolerance, combined with orderly methods business, that make 
them singularly suited for almost any legitimate business, particularly 
for conducting directory for nurses. 

impossible for any but nurse understand enter fully 
into the requirements, feelings, and perplexities nurse’s life. None 
but nurse realizes the tremendous strain which nurses are constantly 
working under, all the small irritating things that they are hourly 
encountering which take the life and spirit out them, and also the 
danger that they are becoming simply money grubbers. Only 
woman who has encountered the same difficulties and faced the same 
problems can realize what the daily life nurse is, and she the one 
best qualified warn nurses their shortcomings and assist them 
wise and sympathetic counsel. undoubtedly true that competent 
business woman would make better manager for directory than 
unpractical nurse, but, all things taken into consideration, believe that 
capable, progressive, broad-minded, and practical nurse the woman 
best fitted successfully conduct central directory for the nursing 
profession.” 


The section Central Directories was closed Miss Fay reading the paper 
the subject prepared Sister Ignatius Feeny.

“The afflicted people request their doctor send recommend 
such person, and the nurse needed once; any delay may dan- 
gerous, and the arrival the nurse looked for with the utmost anx- 
iety. The doctor telephones Miss A.; her out order and 
gets answer. then tries Miss Someone informs the doctor 
‘Miss out; not know when she will return.’ then with 
sigh refers his note-book for the address Miss calls her; 
she has just gone case. The doctor this time begins whistle. 
again refers his memorandum nurses and calls Miss Yes, 
she in, but cannot take his case, she engaged Doctor So-and-so 
take case for him to-morrow. despair the doctor calls the 
superintendent the hospital training-school, wants her send him one 
her best pupil nurses, his patient needs immediate attention. The 
superintendent tells the poor doctor that The Illinois State Association 
does not allow sending out pupil this time frenzy 
impatience and wants know what the State Association has 
with it. The superintendent takes refuge behind the bulwarks 
the society which has done this good work for the pupil nurse, 
secures her her full term training hospital instead being sent 
out care for patients before she fully equipped for such responsi- 
bility. 

“The superintendent after much delay secures graduate nurse 
for the case. 
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doctor told the writer that not long ago sat three consecu- 
tive hours telephone trying get nurse into the country. 
said would not have had the patience for himself, but 
friend the country had asked him send him good nurse soon 
possible. was the desire oblige his friend that gave him the 
perseverance that occasion. 

“This and similar circumstances occurring daily bring before the 
intelligently-thinking mind the need central medium which all 
nurses may reached all hours day and night. 

lady this city has managed such concern for some years, 
and close inquiries fail hear any partiality injustice 
the part the registry management, notwithstanding some one hundred 
and fifty two hundred nurses have been registered time. 

“In this great, busy city, now populous and extending over 
vast area, and its seventy-odd hospitals and twenty-one training- 
schools represented the Illinois State Association, and its hundreds 
nurses trained and untrained, certainly time central regis- 
tering place should established. When this subject was discussed 
meeting the State Association there was much said its 
favor, but few schools objected. Those schools, are informed, have 
since changed their views this subject. The chief objection now 
comes from individual nurses, who fear they may slighted. know 
nurses out the training-school only few months and others out 
for years, and they are kept busy all the time, nearly nurse 
can be, doctors not their own school, and men they had never 
met their own school. Those nurses have, their energetic efforts 
please the doctors, taken good care the patient and won for them- 
selves the highest commendations doctor, patient, and friends.

PRESIDENT.—We will continue our programme for the afternoon, and present 
you address, Pioneer Work Alice Fisher Philadelphia,”

paper Alice Fisher, subject near heart, yet feel ought 
begin with apology for its crudity, which trust, however, you will 
pardon the grounds having very little time give it. But 
where begin and how stop hardly know. committee who 
asked remarked that would easy for write address 
Miss Fisher, because knew her well; but that just what makes 
difficult—there much say. She was many-sided and 
unusual woman that attempt description her seems almost 
hopeless. Dead. Alas! Sixteen years the third June. She 
lives the hearts those who loved her vividly though she were 
yet with them. will endeavor briefly outline her life and work, and 
then pass herself knew her. You will forgive here 
quote from what has already been written, would necessarily 
much the same, and better said than could say it: 

was born Greenwich, England, June 14, 1839, and was 
the elder daughter the late Rev. George Fisher, R.N., F.R.S., whose 
father was head-master Eton College. During her father’s long ill- 
ness she was his faithful attendant, and from that service she became 
impressed with the belief that her mission earth was the care the 
sick and unfortunate. 

was trained St. Thomas’s Hospital, London. Then she 
was assistant superintendent the Royal Infirmary, Edinburgh. After- 
wards she was superintendent the Fever Hospital Newcastle. Then 
she became superintendent Addenbroke’s Hospital, Cambridge, where 
she remained five years. 

there she went Radcliffe Infirmary Oxford. She 
then became superintendent the General Hospital, Birmingham, and 
from there came the Philadelphia Hospital, accompanied Miss 
Edith Horner assistant.’ 

“Dr. White, writing her, says: 

During the years she spent here she saw order and neatness and 
cleanliness replace disorder and slovenliness and filth; she saw intel- 
ligent and beneficent system evolved from chaos ignorance and 
neglect; she saw largely increased population taken care with

decreased mortality, and with simply incalculable addition their 
comfort and happiness and self-respect. 

She saw her pupils going from this hospital take positions 
honor, and spread her teachings all parts the country; she saw, 
other words, the work which she had consecrated the last years 
her life, and which she had given herself with such intensity 
purpose and self-sacrifice, placed upon enduring foundation, and 
realized that she had here imperishable monument. 

not too much say that her devotion this work mate- 
rially shortened her life. After she learned that she had incurable 
disease the heart, which none knew better than she the importance 
mental and physical rest, she was energetic, devoted, un- 
sparing herself ever. With every comfort and luxury life 
awaiting her the hands kind friends nearby, and loving relatives 
home, she deliberately preferred stay here carry her work, 
and die harness. 

her death this hospital and this city has suffered irrepar- 
able loss. Her work was extraordinary, both its amount and its 
quality, showing masculine force and breadth understanding, with 
feminine tact and insight into character, which made her one the 
moving forces any community which she lived, and which places 
her among the remarkable women her time.’ 

“It was good fortune one her pupils for year the 
General Hospital, Birmingham, England, and afterwards the Phila- 
delphia Hospital for two years. Her gracious presence, her charming, 
courteous manners, and her gentle mind made her devoted admirer 
first sight. Shall try, vainly, fear, describe her? words are 
inadequate make you see her she was, though described 
sunset someone who was blind, wrote the notes song sung 
glorious voice for deaf man read, with the expectation that 
could fill the beauty the human tones imagination. 

Almost six feet tall, very slender, cultured gentlewoman, with 
true Saxon golden hair, and low, musical voice, she was very striking 
appearance, and possessed greater extent than anyone else have 
ever met personal magnetism, which enabled her sway easily the 
large number people she governed any direction she wished. Her 
ideals were high, her tone lofty, her atmosphere pure, her own 
life consistent, one scorned stoop the petty things tolerated 
other people, and she brought out the very best all us, and con- 
stant striving what she would have became pleasure and 
habit. She called forth earnest and lasting affection from her pupils, and 
wherever she lived was surrounded group sincere friends, proud 
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and glad anything she asked. were truly ruled loving 
hand. Her influence rests with us, and her impress upon the characters 
many will last until death, and after. 

“She was merciless and stern the evil-doer until she was sure 
repentance was genuine, when she became once more the gentlest and 
tenderest women, always ready sympathize and assist. She had the 
faculty—somewhat rare these days, think—of making people believe 
her thoroughly. From her decision there was with her pupils 
appeal. accepted it—in our hearts, mean, course—as just and 
right, and loyalty was easy, for not only loved her, but respected 
her. While she was strict disciplinarian, she had that sweet reasonable- 
ness which caused her know when relax. 

was not afraid hurting her personal dignity unbending 
her subordinates the proper time, and yet venture say one 
ever dared grow familiar result. Let quote Mr. Me- 
Murtie, who was for many years member the Board Charities: 

there have been persons accomplished her art, 
though none more so, but was her character that carried her through. 
Firmness, without tinge obstinacy; gentleness, great that 
the most tender her sex; high breeding, intellectual capacity, and 
education fitting her companion for the highest, the most refined, 
combined with perfect knowledge the art—profession, deserves 
enthusiastic devotion it, that she preferred 
live this hospital rather than the society the advanced thinkers 
England, and die here rather than with her own family; these are 
the grounds her remarkable success, and these was built her 
noble reputation. That the common judgment ratified the choice for 
the foundress this most beneficent institution, the Training-School 
for Nurses the Philadelphia Hospital, was proved the long line 
sorrowing friends all classes that followed her the grave, stranger 
without one connection blood this side the Atlantic.’ 

“She was invariably altruistic. When was pupil England 
went her room one evening rather later than usual find her 
absent, and was told her assistant that she was one the wards, 
and was going sit all night with young girl with phthisis, who 
had asked for her and who was afraid die alone. Tell me, many 
heads hospitals come near their patients this? Next day she 
was busy ever, and made her rounds three hundred beds 
cheerfully though she had rested all night. She loved her work 
better than anything else, and inspired with love and reverence for 
too, and this, think, was one great reason for her wonderful suc- 
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few days after the great fire 1885 the Philadelphia Hos- 
pital one the insane patients (temporarily housed the women’s 
out-wards) set fire bed, and Miss Fisher considered extra vigilance 
was necessary. Taking two pupils from the school, she went with 
duty and through the long night made rounds intervals with lan- 
tern, bringing quiet and order her presence, she always did, until 
last, towards early morning, persuaded her bed. 
went with her turn, again and again Longfellow’s lines Florence 
Nightingale came into mind: 

Lo, that house misery, 

lady with lamp see 

Pass thro’ the glimmering gloom 
And shine from room room. 


“ee 


Opened and then closed suddenly 
The vision came and went, 

The light shone and was spent.’ 


She had way, after some had left the hospital, writing 
and asking ‘come and spend happy day’ with her. One re- 
member well. colored pupil arrived, and her coming caused good 
deal feeling among some the nurses, who declared they would not 
sleep the dormitory with her. What did Miss Fisher but take her 
into her own bedroom and let her sleep the bed Miss Horner, who 
was absent. This effectually shamed the nurses that the commotion 
promptly subsided. She constantly impressed upon the force 
example and personal influence. She would say, You had better not 
that; you must doubly careful; remember you are longer 
private individual,’ and while she was far from being prudish, she was 
full fun and often witty, with keen sense humor. 

She was most careful all she said and did. She enjoyed diffi- 
culties, and the greater the obstacle the better she liked it, persevering 
until was overcome, though took many months hard work. When 
probationer said her: are many things learn they 
discourage me; shall ever able master them?’ and her answer 
was: dear, erase the word discouragement from your dictionary 
and your mind; isn’t worthy woman who hopes nurse; 
never let hear you say again,’ and obeyed her, much after 
advantage. She was always cheerful and never self-obtrusive, putting 
her physical feelings aside and working many day after almost 
entirely sleepless night—for she had heart lesion, and was often ill 
enough bed, and yet she disliked give that she never 
really relinquished her duties, and was duty the day she died. 
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When her strength began fail, and the long rounds proved too 
much for her heart, she made them wheel-chair daily, and for many 
weeks, when too ill walk, she was carried down the reception-room 
‘recreation evenings,—the one night the week given 
informal dance for the she might keep touch with them 
still. few weeks before her death note she says, 
children have spoiled that can’t bear the calm which 
surrounds now.’ 

All came her with their troubles, whether they had right 
not. Writing from the steamer Etruria, when she last 
went home, she said: interrupted every minute old women 
who come and ask questions which can’t reply—the rules the 
ship, the run, the precise hour which shall reach 
believe must have kind inspired look. How should 
She spoke jest, but was very true; she had indeed inspired look, 
which meant not only brain far above the average, but pure and lofty 
woman’s soul. She had that keen intuition character which comes, 
may say, our sex only, and but rarely, which was infinite 
use her dealing with the many people she came daily con- 
tact with. She had studied human nature well that she read with 
surprising clearness, and separated the false from the true usually with- 
out fail. 

patients loved her sincerely, well they might, for with her 
advent comfort and cleanliness dawned, and this day those who knew 
her talk her and her nurses, ‘The Trainers,’ were called 
them when first went the hospital, which title still clings, and 
this day one knows whether was abbreviation ‘trained 
nurse,’ coined for the sake brevity, word descriptive our edu- 
cational system. She took individual and personal interest us, 
and was never too busy listen our complaints troubles—real 
imaginary. Nothing was done mechanically; the human touch 
showed through everything she did. herself, she 
shamed out the bickerings which came usually from vanity and 
selfishness. The common aint—the care and responsibility human 
life—was never lost sight of, and all efforts and all work were for that 
object alone. 

Many were the lessons worldly wisdom she taught who 
were trained her will never forget. What privilege was have 
known her regret you cannot all appreciate; have had such ideal 
before was inspiration itself, which lifted our lives out the 
commonplace. Nothing was accounted paltry small nurse’s life; 
each duty had its own importance and all work dignity. She believed 
thoroughly Herbert’s lines: 
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Who sweeps room Thy laws 
Makes that and every action fine.’ 


“The evening before her death she was delirious part the time. 
She had once said that the last sound earth she would like hear 
would the voices the nurses singing hymns, they were wont 
Sunday evenings. the organ was brought into the hall and the 
girls grouped around and sang her favorites. shall never forget the 
scene. the sound the clear, girlish voices rang out and floated 
the stairs into the bedroom, strains that grew faint and wavering the 
sorrow the singers overpowered them, What Miss Fisher 
asked, rousing out her lethargy. ‘The girls singing,’ someone an- 
swered. ‘My own dear Blockley girls,’ she responded. always loved 
them better than any And her last wish was realized, for she 
died few hours, and was not conscious many minutes time after. 
the last her sweet courtesy never left her, and not once was the slight- 
est service rendered that gracious you’ did not follow. 


strange land, stranger! Low laid her, 
Coffin’d English oak; her only pall 
The flag which her sailor fathers 
Like them, stress battle did she fall. 
Only stranger! Yet our city honors 
With best and foremost sons this sad array: 
And strong men weep; ard the triumphant singing 
Breaks into sobs grief above her clay.
